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PREFATORY NOTE 


In 1883, at the Saratoga Convention, the Bible work of the denomination 
at home was committed to the American Baptist Publication Society. With 
it was coupled the duty of continuing the versions of the Bible Union. At 
a later conference it was determined that the revision of the Old Testament 
should be completed as funds should be furnished for this work. 

In the course of time sufficient means had accumulated, and in 1889 the 
work was assigned as follows: To Prof. Barnard C. Taylor, D. D.. of Crozer 
Theological Seminary, was given the revision of Prof. T. J. Conant’s Bible 
Union version of Genesis, Joshua, Judges, Ruth, I. and II. Samuel, I. and II. 
Kings, Job, Psalms, and Proverbs, and also the translation of Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers, and Deuteronomy; to Prof. J. R. Sampey, D. D., of the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, was assigned the translation of 
I. and II. Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, Esther, Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon, 
and Lamentations. Prof. William R. Harper, of the University of Chicago, 
undertook the translation of Isaiah and the minor prophets, while Prof. 
Ira M. Price, Ph. D., of the same institution, assumed the task of translating 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and Daniel. In making these assignments it was under- 
stood that each writer should be responsible for his own work and follow 
his own plan. In this connection the publishers acknowledge the services of 
Prof. J. M. P. Smith, of the University of Chicago, in reading and revising 
the proof of Doctor Harper’s portion. 

When the work of translation was sufficiently advanced, that of composi- 
tion began. Progress was slow, however, and this part of the undertaking 
was not completed until the year 1910, when, to the great gratification of 
the Society, the task assigned by the Saratoga Convention in 1883 was ended 
in so far as production is concerned. 

There are one or two features of this revision to which we call special 
attention. As is well known, in the Authorized and Revised versions, sup- 
plied words are printed in italics. For the most part in this work such 
words are reduced to a minimum, and where they do occur, they are enclosed 
in brackets [ ] so that the pages are not defaced by italicized words. In 
addition, while in Job, Psalms, and Proverbs in the standard revisions the 
poetic form of the Hebrew is recognized, in the prophets it is disregarded. 
In this revision, in the prophets likewise, this form is employed, and their 
deliverances will be found to have gained thereby in clearness and force. 

As a translation is not a commentary, few notes are found in this version. 
Those that do appear pertain mainly to the text itself and are not expository. 

While from the nature of the case there could not be the difference be- 
tween this revision and the Authorized and Revised versions of the 
Scriptures that obtains between these and the Improved Edition of the New 
Testament, it is believed that the difference is sufficient to justify its pro- 
duction, and commend it to public favor. The Society cannot refrain from 
congratulating the denomination on the completion of this great work, and 
it cherishes the hope that it may aid in making current that Word whose 
entrance to the heart and life always gives light.

**And when a man shall entice a 
virgin that is not betrothed, and lie 
with her, he shall surely pay a dowry 
for her to be his wife. ™ If her father 
indeed refuse to give her to him, he 
shall pay money according to the 
dowry of virgins. 

*'Thou shalt not permit a sorceress 
to live. ™ Whosoever lies with a beast 
shall surely be put to death. *° He 
that sacrifices to any god, save to Je- 
hovah only, shall be utterly destroyed.

unclean beast, or a carcass of unclean 
cattle, or a carcass of unclean creeping 
things, and it be hid from him, and he 
be unclean, then he shall be guilty. 
*Or when he shall touch the unclean- 
hess of man, whatever his uncleanness 
be, by which he is unclean, and it 
be hid from him, then when he knows 
of it -he shall be guilty. *Or when 
any one shall swear, while babbling 
with his lips, to do evil, or to do good, 
whatever a man shall babble with an 
oath, and it be hid from him ; then 
when he knows it he shall be guilty in

But I will for their sakes re- 
member the covenant of the first ones, 
whom I brought out from the land of 
Egypt in the sight of the nations, to 
be their God, I Jehovah. 

“These are the ordinances and 
judgments and laws that Jehovah gave 
between him and the sons of Israel in 
mount Sinai by the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER XXVII 


1And Jehovah spoke to: Moses, say- 
ing, 7 Speak to the sons of Israel, and 
say to them, When a man will fulfilla | 
vow according to thy estimate of per- 
sons for Jehovah ; * then thy estimate 
shall be in the case of a male from 
twenty years old. to sixty: years. old;

sanctuary. ‘*And if it be.a: female, 
then thy estimate shall be thirty shek- 
els. °And if it be from five years old 
to twenty years old, then thy estimate 
for a male shall be twenty shekels, | 
and for a female ten shekels. ®And 
if it be from a month old to five years 
old, then thy estimate shall be for.a 
male five shekels of silver, and for a 
female thy estimate shall be three

sixty years old and upwards; if it be 


a male, then thy estimate shall be fif- 
teen shekels, and for a female ten 
shekels. . 

* But if he be too poor for thy esti- 
mate, then they shall place him before 
the priest, and the priest shall estimate 
him ; according to the ability of the 
one that vowed shall the priest esti- 
mate him. 


*And if it be a beast from which, 
they bring an oblation to-Jehovah; all, 


that one gives of it to Jehovah shall 
be holy. ' He shall not alter it, nor 
change it, a good one for a bad one, 
or a bad one for a good one ; and if 
he does indeed exchange a beast for 
a beast, then it and the one exchanged 
shall be holy. "And if it be any un- 
clean beast from which they do not 
bring an oblation to Jehovah, then he 
shall place the beast before the priest ; 

“and the priest shall estimate it, dis- 
tinguishing between good and bad ; 
according to the estimate of the priest 
so shallit be. * But if he shall indeed 
redeem it, then he shall add a fifth to 
thy estimate. 

4 And when a man shall sanctify his 
house to be holy to Jehovah, then the 
priest shall estimate it, distinguishing 
between good and bad ; as the priest 
shall estimate it, so shall it stand. 
% And if the one sanctifying it shall 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
a fifth of the money of thy estimate to 
it, and it shall be his. " And if aman 
shall sanctify to Jehovah part of the 
land of his patrimony, then thy esti- 
" imate shall be according to its sowing : 
the sowing,of a homer of barley at 
fifty shekels of silver. ‘If he shall 
sanctify his land from the year of jubi- 
lee, at thy estimate it shall stand. 
% And if he shall sanctify his land after 
the jubilee, then the priest shall com-

2 And if a man 
sanctify to Jehovah land that he has 
bought, which is not part of the land 
of his patrimony; *then the priest 
shall compute for him the price of thy 
estimate to the year of jubilee ;' and 
he shall give thy estimate on that day, 
a thing holy to Jehovah. “In the 
year of jubilee the land shall return 
to him from whom he bought it, to 
whom the patrimony of the land ‘be- 
longed. *™ And all thy estimates shall 
be according to the shekels of the 
sanctuary : the shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs. 

* Only a firstling of the beasts, 
which is to be devoted as a firstling 
to Jehovah, a man shall not sanctify ; 
whether ox or sheep ; it is Jehovah’s. 
* And if it be of the unclean beasts, 
then he shall redeem it at thy esti- 
mate, and shall add its fifth to it; or 
if it be not redeemed, then it shall be 
sold at thy estimate. ™Only, no de- 
voted thing that a man shall devote to 
Jehovah of all that he has, whether 
manor beast, or land of his patri- 
mony, shall be sold ‘or redeemed ; 
every devoted thing is most holy to 
Jehovah. *®No one devoted, who 
shall be devoted of men, shall be re- 
deemed ; he shall surely be put ‘to 
death. “And all the tithe of the 
land, of the seed of the land, and of

‘all that were enrolled were 'six hun- 
dred and three thousand and five hun- 
dred and fifty.

and who is the holy one that may 
offer to him. And the one that he

do: Take ye censers, Korah and all his 
company, ‘and put fire in them be- 
fore Jehovah tomorrow ; and it shall 
be that the man whom Jehovah shall 
choose shall be the holy one. Enough 
for you, ye sons of Levi! *And 
Moses said to Korah, Hear, I pray 
you, ye sons of Levi; *was it too 
small a thing for you, that the God of 
Israel separated you from the congre- 
gation of Israel, to bring you near to 
himself to do the service of the taber- 
nacle of Jehovah, and to stand before 
the congregation to minister to them ? 
and brought thee near to him, and 
all thy brethren, the sons of Levi, with 
thee ? and will ye seek even the priest- 
hood? ™ Therefore thou and all thy 
company that are gathered together 
against Jehovah—And Aaron, what 
is he, that ye murmur against him ? 

* And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, but 
they said, We will not come up. "Is 
it a small thing that thou hast brought 
us up from a land flowing with milk and 
honey, to kill us in the wilderness, that 
thou wilt make thyself a prince over us, 
even make thyself a prince? ™ More- 
over, thou hast not brought us into a 
land flowing with milk and honey, or 
given us inheritance of fields and vine- 
yards. Walt thou put out the eyes of 
these men? We will not come up. 


* And Moses was very wroth, and 


said to Jehovah, Respect not thon 
their oblation. Not one ass have I 
taken from them, neither have I done 
evil to one of them. ™And Moses 
said to Korah, Be thou and all thy 
company before Jehovah, thou and 
they, and Aaron, to-morrow; “and 
take cach man his censer, and put in- 
cense upon them, and bring ye before 
Jehovah each iman his censer, two 
hundred and fifty censers ; and thou, 
and Aaron, each his censer. 
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8 And they took each man his censer, 
and put fire upon them, and placed in- 
cense upon them, and stood at the 
doorway of the tent of meeting with 
Moses and Aaron. And Korah as- 
sembled all the congregation along 
with them to the doorway of the tent 
of meeting ; and the glory of Jehovah 
appeared to all the congregation.

“” And Moses rose up and went to 
Dathan and Abiram ; and the elders of 
Israel followed him. * And he spoke to 
the congregation saying, Depart, I pray 
you, from the tents of these wicked 
men, and do not touch anything that 
belongs to them, lest ye be consumed 
in all their sins. “So they gat them- 
selves up from around the tabernacle 
of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram; and 
Dathan and Abiram came out, and 
stood at the doorway of their tents, 
and their wives, and their sons, and 
their little ones. And Moses said, 
By this shall ye know that Fehovah 
has sent me to do all these deeds ; 
that they are not from my determi- 
nation: *if these men die as all men 
die, and the visitation of all men be 
visited upon them ; then Jehovah has | 
not sent me. ™” But if Jehovah creates 
a new thing and the ground opens her 
mouth, and swallows them up, and all 
that belongs to them, and they go down 
alive into Sheol; then ye shall know 
that these men have despised Jehovah. 
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3! And it came to pass, as he finished 
speaking all these words, the ground 
that was under them was cleft asunder ; 
2 and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed them up, and their house- 
holds, even all the men that belonged 
to Korah, and all their goods; * they 
and all that belonged to them went 
down alive into Sheol; and the earth 
covered them ; and they perished from 
the midst of the assembly. “ And all 
Israel that were round about them 
fled at their cry; for they said, Lest 
the earth swallow up us. 

°° And a fire came forth from Jeho- 
vah, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that were offering in- 
cense. 

And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 
saying, ** Command Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers from the midst of the burning, 
and scatter thou the fire afar off; for 
they became holy. * The censers of 
these sinners against their own souls, 
let them make them into hammered 
sheets for a plating for the altar; be- 
cause they brought them before Jeho- 
vah, and they became holy. And they 
shall be for a sign tothe sons of Israel.

“© And Moses said to Aaron, Take 
the censer, and put fire from off the 
altar upon it, and place incense on it, 
and take it quickly to the congrega- 
tion, and make atonement for them ; 
for wrath has gone forth from before 
Jehovah ; the plague has begun. 
* And Aaron took it as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of the 
assembly ; and, behold, the plague had 
begun among the people ; and he put 
on the incense, and made atonement 
for the people. “And he stood be- 
tween the dead and the living; and

hates have they done to their gods; 
for even their sons and their daughters 
they burn in the fire to their gods. 
7 Every word that [ am commanding 
you, that shall ye observe to do; thou 
shalt not add to it, nor take away 
from it. 


CHAPTER XIII

shalt not consent to him, nor hearken' 
to him; and thy eye shall not’ pity 
him, neither shalt thou spare, neither 
shalt thou conceal him; *but thou 
shalt surely slay him; thy hand shall be 
against him first, to put him to death, 
and afterwards the hand of all the 
people.

abomination to Jehovah; and because 
of these abominations Jehovah thy 
God is going to dispossess them from 
before thee. "Thou shalt be perfect 
with Jehovah thy God. ‘For these 
nations that thou art about to possess 
hearken to sorcerers, and to soothsay- 
ers; but as for thee, not so has Jeho- 
vah thy God given to thee. VA

he has sworn to thy fathers, and shall 
give thee all the land that he prom- 
ised to give to thy fathers, * because 
thou shalt keep all this commandment 
to do it, which I command thee this 
day, to love Jehovah thy God, and to 
walk in his ways continually; then thou 
shalt add three cities more for thee, 
besides these three; that blood of 
an innocent man be not shed in the 
midst of thy land, which Jehovah thy 
God is going to give to thee for an 
inheritance, and blood guiltiness be 
on thee, 

"But when there shall be a man 


thy God is going to give to thee, and| who hates his neighbor, and lies in 
thou shalt possess them and dwell in| wait for him, and rises up against him, 
their cities, and in their houses; *thou|and smites him fatally, that he dies, 


shalt separate three cities for thee in 
the midst of thy land which Jehovah 
thy God is going to give thee to pos- 
sess. ° Thou shalt prepare for thee 
the road, and divide the borders of 
thy land, which Jehovah thy God shall 
cause thee to inherit, into three parts, 
and it shall be for any man-slayer to 
flee thither. 

‘And this is the case of the man- 
slayer, who may flee thither and live: 
he who smites his neighbor without 
knowing it, and was not hating him 
before. *As when one shall come 
with his neighbor into the forest to cut 
wood, and his hand is thrust out with 
the axe to cut down the tree, and the 
iron slips from the wood, and hits his 
neighbor, and he dies; he shall flee to 
one of the cities, and live, *lest the

* then the elders of his city shall send 
and fetch him thence, and deliver him 
into the hand of the avenger of blood, 
that he may die. ' Thine eye shall 
not pity him, but thou shalt put away 
the blood of an innocent man from 
Israel, that it may be well with thee. 

™ Thou shalt not move thy neigh- 
bor’s boundary, which those at the 
beginning set, in thine inheritance, 
which Jehovah thy God is going to 
give thee to possess.

“And the king said to 
him, Do as he has said, and fall upon 
him, and bury him; that thou mayest 
put away the innocent blood that 
Joab shed, from me and from the 
house of my father. * And Jehovah 
will return his blood upon his own 
head, who fell upon two men more 
righteous and better than he, and 
killed them with the sword,—my 
father David not knowing thereof,— 
Abner the son of Ner, captain of the 
host of Israel, and Amasa the son of 
Jether, captain of the host of Judah. 
** And let their blood return upon the 
head of Joab, and upon the head of 
his seed forever; and upon David, 
and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall there 
be peace forever from Jehovah. *So 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up, 
and fell upon him, and slew him. 


in the wilderness. * And the king 
put Benaiah the son of Jehoiada in 
his place over the host. And Zadok 
the priest the king put in the place of 
Abiathar. 

*° And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said to him, Build for 
thee a house in Jerusalem, and dwell 
there, and go not forth thence any- 
whither. * For on.the day thou goest 
out, and passeth over the brook Kid- 
ron, know certainly that thou shalt 
surely die. ‘Thy blood shall be upon 
thine own head. “And Shimei,said 
to the king, The saying is good. As 
my lord, the king, has said, so will 
thy servant do. And Shimei dwelt 
in Jerusalem many days. ™ And it 
came to pass at the end of three years, 
that two of the servants of Shimei 
fled to Achish son of Maachah, king 
of Gath. And they told Shimei, say- 
ing, Behold, thy servants are in Gath. 
“And Shimei arose, and saddled his 
ass, and went to Gath to Achish, to 
seek his servants; and Shimei went, 
and brought his servants from Gath. 
*' And it was told Solomon that Shimei 
had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, 
and had returned. “ And the king 
sent and called Shimei; and_he said 
to him, Did I not make thee swear by 
Jehovah, and protest to thee, saying, 
Know certainly, that on the day thou 
goest out, and walkest abroad any- 
whither, thou shalt surely die? And 
thou saidst to me, The word that I 
have heard is good. ‘ And why hast 
thon not kept the oath of Jehovah, 
and the command that I have com- 
manded thee? ‘And the king said 
to Shimei, Thou knowest all the wick- 
edness of which thy heart is conscious, 
that thou didst to David my father. 
And Jehovah returns thy wickedness 
upon thine own head. “And king 
Solomon is blessed; and the throne of

derstanding heart to judge thy people, 


David shall be established before Je- 
hovah forever. “And the king com- 
manded Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; 
and he went out, and fell upon him, 
that he died. And the kingdom was 
established in the hand of Solomon. 


CHAPTER III 


‘And Solomon formed affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, taking in 
marriage the daughter of Pharaoh. 
And he brought her into the city of 
David until he had finished building 
his own house and the house of Jeho- 
vah and the wall of Jerusalem round 
about. *Only the people had sacri- 
ficed on high places because no house 
was built to the name of Jehovah 
until those days. *And Solomon 
loved Jehovah, walking in the stat- 
utes of David his father; only he 
sacrificed and burnt incense on high 
places. * And the king went to Gibeon 
to sacrifice there; for that was the 
great high place. A thousand burnt 
offerings did Solomon offer upon that 
altar. 

*In Gibeon Jehovah appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night. And 
God said, Ask, what I shall give to 
thee. ®And Solomon said, Thou 
hast shown to thy servant David my 
father great kindness, according as he 
walked before thee in truth, and in 
righteousness, and in uprightness of 
heart with thee; and thou hast kept 
for him this great kindness, that thou 
gavest him a son to sit on his throne, 
as itis this day. ‘And now, O Jeho- 
vah my God, thou hast made thy 
servant king in place of David my 
father; and I am but a little child; I 
know not how to go out or come in. 
*And thy servant is in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, a 
great people, that cannot be num- 
bered or reckoned up for multitude. 


that I may discern between good and 
evil; for who is able to judge this 
thy great people? 'And the words 
pleased the Lord, that Solomon had 
asked this thing. "And God said to 
him, Because thou hast asked this 
thing, and hast not asked for thyself 
long life; nor hast asked riches for 
thyself, nor hast asked the life of thine 
enemies ; but hast asked for thyself 
discernment to understand what is 
right; * behold, I do according to thy 
word. Lo! I give thee a wise and 
discerning heart; so that like thee 
there was none before thee, nor after 
thee shall any arise like to thee. 
® And [also give thee that which thou 
hast not asked, both riches and honor; 
so that there shall not be among the 
kings one like thee, all thy days. 
“ And if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
to keep my statutes and my com- 
mandments, as David thy father 
walked, then will I lengthen thy days. 
* And Solomon awoke; and, behold, 
it was a dream. And he came to 
Jerusalem, and stood before the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt-offerings, and brought 
peace-offerings, and made a feast to 
all his servants. : 

*® And two women that were harlots 
came to the king, and stood before 
him. ™And the one woman said, I 
beseech thee my lord, I and_ this 
woman dwell in one house; and I 
bore a child with her in the house. 
* And it came to pass the third day 
after, that this woman also bore a 
child. And we were together; no 
stranger was with us in the house, 
only we two were in the house. 
® And this woman’s child died in the 
night; because she lay upon it. *And 
she rose in mid night, and took my 
son from beside me, while thy hand- 


*Give, therefore, to thy servant an un- maid slept, and laid it in her bosom, 
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and laid her dead child in my bosom. 
71 And I arose in the morning to give 
my child suck, and, behold, it was 
dead. And I viewed it carefully in 
the morning, and, behold, it was not 
my son, which I bore. ” And the 
other woman said, Nay; but the living 
is my son, and the dead is thy son. 
And this said, No; but the dead is 
thy son, and the living is my son. 
Thus they spoke before the king. 
*>Then said the king, The one says, 
This that lives is my son, and thy son 
is the dead; and the other says, Nay; 
but thy son is the dead, and the living 
is my son. And the king said, 
Bring mea sword. And they brought 
the sword before the king. ” And 
the king said, Divide the living child 
in two, and give half to the one, and 
half to the other. ** Then spoke the 
woman whose was the living child to 
the king,—for her compassion was 
moved for her son,—and she said, I 
beseech thee my lord, give her the 
living. child,.and do not slay it. And 
the other said, Let it be neither mine 
nor thine; divide it. * Then the king 
answered and said, Give her the living 
child, and slay it not; she is its mother. 
And all Israel heard of the judg- 
ment which the king had judged. 
And they feared the king; for they 
saw that the wisdom of God was in 
him, to do judgment. 


CHAPTER IV 


‘And king Solomon was king over 
all Israel. * And these were the 
princes whom he had. Azariah the 
son of Zadok the priest, * Elihoreph 
and Ahiah, the sons of Shisha, scribes; 
Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud, the re- 
corder; ‘and Benaiah the son of Je- 
hoiada over the noe and Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests; ° and Azariah the 


son of Nathan over the officers; and 
Zabud the son of Nathan chief officer, 
the king’s friend; ®and Ahishar over 
the household; and Adoniram the son 
of Abda over the tribute. 

™And Solomon had twelve, nea 
over all Israel, who made provision for 
the king and his household; each man 
made provision for one month in the 
year. “And these are their names; 
The son of Hur, on Mount Ephraim ; 
* the son of Dekar, in Makaz, and in 
Shaalbim, and Beth- shemesh, and 
Elon-beth- hanan; the son of Hesed, 
in Aruboth, who had Socoh, and all 
the land of flepher the son of 
Abinadab, on all the heights of. Dor, 
who had Taphath the daughter. of 
Solomon for a wife; ' Baana the son 
of Ahilud, in Taanach and Megiddo, 
and all Beth-shean which is by Zarta- 
nah under Jezreel, from Beth-shean to 
Abel-meholah, to the farther side of 
Jokneam; * the son of Geber, in Ra- 
moth-gilead, who had the villages of 
Jair the son of Manasseh, which are in 
Gilead, and the region of Argob, which 
is in Bashan, sixty great cities with 
walls and bronze bars; ™“ Ahinadab 
the son of Iddo, in Mahanaim ; 
*® Ahimaaz in Naphtali, who also took 
Basmath the daughter of Solomon for 
a wife; *® Baana the son of Hushai in 
Asher and in Aloth; ™ Jehoshaphat 
the son of Paruah, in Issachar; 
®Shimei, the son of Ela, in Benja 
min; Geber the son of Uri in the 
land of Gilead, the land of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, and of Og king of 
Bashan, and the only officer who was 
in the land. 

0 Judah and Israel were many, as 
the sand which is. by the sea in multi- 
tude, eating and drinking, and making 
merry. 7 And Solomon reigned over 
all the kingdoms from the river to the

border of Egypt. ‘They brought trib- 
ute, and served Solomon all the days 
of his life. 

~ 2 And Solomon’s a isin for one 
day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and sixty measures of meal; * ten 
fatted oxen, and twenty oxen of the 
pasture, and a hundred sheep, besides 
harts, and roebucks, and fallow deer, 
and fatted fowl. ™For he had do- 
minion over all the region on this side 
of the river, from Tiphsah to Gaza, 
over all the kings on this side of the 
river; and he had peace on all sides 
round about him. * And Judah and 
Israel dwelt safely, every man under 
his vine and’ under his fig tree, from 
Dan to Beer-sheba, all the days of 
Solomon. 

*® And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand. saddle-horses, 7And 
those officers made provision for king 
Solomon, and for all that came to 
king Solomon’s table, every man in 
his month; they lacked nothing. **And 
the barley and the straw for the horses 
and the coursers brought they to the 
place where he was, each according to 
his charge. 

** And God gave to Solomon wis- 
dom and discernment abundantly, and 
largeness of understanding, as the sand 
that is on the sea shore. * And Solo- 
mon’s wisdom was greater than the 
wisdom of all the sons of the East, 
and all the wisdom of Egypt. ™ And 
he was wiser than all men; than Ethan 
the Ezrahite, and Heman, and Chal- 
col, and Darda, the sons of Mahol; 
and his name was in all the nations 
around. * And he spoke three thou- 
sand proverbs; and his songs were a 
thousand and five. “And he spoke 
of the trees, from the cedar tree that 
is in Lebanon to the hyssop that 


springs out of the wall. And he spoke 
of beasts, and of birds, and of creep- 
ing things, and of fishes. ** And there 
came from all peoples to hear the wis- 
dom of Solomon, from all kings of the 
earth who had heard of his wisdom. 


CHAPTER V 


-1 And Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants to Solomon. For he heard 
that they had anointed him king in 
place of his father; for Hiram was 
ever a lover of David. * And Solo- 
mon sent to Hiram, saying, * Thou 
knowest that David my father could 
not build a house to the name of Je- 
hovah his God, for the wars which 
were about him on every side, until 
Jehovah put them under the soles of 
his feet. ‘And now Jehovah my.God 
has given me rest on every side; there 
is no adversary, and no evil occur- 
rence. °And, behold, I purpose to 
build a house to the name of Jehovah 
my God;.as Jehovah spoke to David 
my father, saying, Thy son, whom I 
will set in thy place upon thy throne, 
he shall build a house to my name. 
® And now command that they cut for 
me cedar trees out of Lebanon; and 
my servants shall be with thy servants; 
and I will give thee hire for thy serv- 
ants according to all that thou shalt 
say; for thou knowest that none among 
us have skill to cut timber like the 
Sidonians. | 

"And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he 
rejoiced greatly. Andhe said, Blessed 
be Jehovah this day, who has given 
to David a wise son over this great 
people. *°And Hiram sent to Solo- 
mon, saying, I have hearkened to that 
for which thou didst send to me.’ I 
will do all thou desirest concern- 
ing timbers of cedar and concerning 
timbers of cypress. *®My servants

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shall bring them down from Lebanon 
to the sea; and I will make of them 
floats by sea to the place which 
thou shalt appoint me; and I will 
take them apart there, and thou shalt 
receive them. And thou shalt do 
what I desire in giving food for my 
household. ‘And Hiram gave to 
Solomon cedar trees and cypress trees, 
all he desired. *' And Solomon gave 
to Hiram twenty thousand measures 
of wheat as food for his household 
and twenty measures of beaten oil. 
Thus gave Solomon to Hiram year by 
year. ‘And Jehovah gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he said to him. And there 
was peace between Hiram and Solo- 
mon; and they two made a league 
together. 

% And king Solomon raised a levy 
out of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men. “And he sent 
them to Lebanon, ten thousand a 
month by courses; a month they were 
in Lebanon, and two months at home; 
and Adoniram was over the levy. 
*® And Solomon had seventy thousand 
that bore burdens, and eighty thou- 
sand hewers in the mountains; ' be- 
sides Solomon's chief officers who were 
over the work, three thousand and 
three hundred, who ruled over the 
people that wrought in the work. 
And the king commanded, and they 
quarried great stones, costly stones, 
hewn stones to lay the foundation of 
the house. ™ And Soiomon’s build- 
ers and Hiram’s builders and the 
Gebalites carved them. And_ they 
prepared the timbers and the stones 
to build the house. 


CHAPTER VI 


‘And it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after the 


children of Israel came out of the land 
of Egypt, in the fourth year of Solo- 
mon’s reign over Israel, in the month 
Zif, which is the second month, that 
be began to build the house of Jeho- 
vah. *?And the house which king 
Solomon built for Jehovah, the length 
thereof was sixty cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits. *And 
the porch before the temple of the 
house, twenty cubits was the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of 
the house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 
* And for the house he made windows 
with fixed lattices. | 
° And against the wall of the house 
he built stories around, against the 
walls of the house round about, of the 
temple and of the oracle; and he 
made side-chambers around. ‘The 
lowest story was five cubits broad, and 
the middle was six cubits broad, and 
the third was seven cubits broad; for 
in the wall of the house, on the out- 
side, he made rests round about, that 
the beams should not be fastened into 
the walls of the house. ‘And the house, 
when it was in building, was built of 
whole stones from the quarry; and 
neither hammer nor axe nor any tool 
of iron was heard in the house, while 
itwas in building. *A door for the 
middle chamber was en the right side 
of the house; and they went up by 
winding stairs to the middle chamber, 
and from the middle to the third. 
* And he built the house, and finished 
it; and he covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. “And he 
built the stories against all the house, 
five cubits high; and they rested on 
the house with timbers of cedar. 
"And the word of Jehovah came

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to Solomon, saying, This house 
which thou art building,—if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute my 
judgments, and keep all my command- 
ments to walk in them,—then will. I 
fulfill my word with thee, which I 
spoke to David thy father, -“and I 
will dwell among the children of Israel, 
and will not forsake my people Israel. 
4 And Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. ™ And he built the walls 
of the house within with boards of 
cedar; from the floor of the house to 
the walls of the ceiling he covered it 
on the inside with wood; and he cov- 
ered the floor of the house with 
planks of cypress. ‘And he built 
twenty cubits on the rear side of the 
house with boards of cedar, both the 
floor and the walls; and within he 
built for it the oracle, the holy of 
holies. ‘And the house, that is the 
temple before, was forty cubits long. 
And the cedar of the house within 
was carved-work with gourds and open- 
ing flower-buds. All was of cedar; 
there was no stone seen. ‘And the 
oracle he prepared in the house within, 
to set there the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah, * And the oracle within 
was twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits 
in the height thereof. And he over- 
laid it with pure gold; and he overlaid 
the altar with cedar. ™ And Solomon 
overlaid the house within with pure 
gold. And he placed chains of gold 
across before the oracle; and he over- 
laid it with gold. ™” And the whole 
house he overlaid with gold, till all the 
house was done. And the whole altar 
that was by the oracle he overlaid 
with gold. 

8 And within the oracle he made 
two cherubim of olive-wood, each ten 
cubits high. 7*And five cubits long was 
the one wing of the cherub, and five 
cubits ‘he other wing of the cherub; 
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from the uttermost part of the one 


wing to the uttermost part of the other 
were ten cubits. ™And the other 
cherub was ten cubits, ‘The twocherubs 
were of one stature and one form. 
*°'The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
cherub. * And he set the cherubim 
within the inner house. And they 
stretched forth the wings of the cheru- 
bim, so that the wing of the one 
touched the one wall, and the wing 
of the other cherub touched the other 
wall; and their wings touched one 
another in the midst of the house. 
> And he overlaid the cherubim with 
gold. ™And he carved all the walls 
of the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubim and palm-trees, 
and opening flower-buds, within and 
without. “And the floor of the 
house he overlaid with gold, within 
and without. 

*t And for entrance to the oracle he 
made folding-doors of olive-wood ; 
the lintel and side-posts were a fifth 
part of the wall. “The two doors 
also were of olive-wood; and he carved 
on them carvings of cherubim and 
palm-trees and opening flower-buds, 
and overlaid them with gold, and 
spread out gold upon the cherubim, 
and upon the palm-trees. “And so 
made he for the door of the temple, 
posts of olive-wood, a fourth part of 
the wall. ** And the two folding-doors 
were. of cypress-wood; the two leaves 
of the one door were folding, and the 
two leaves of the other were folding. 
**And he carved thereon cherubim 
and palm-trees and opening flower- 
buds, and overlaid them with gold 
fitted upon the carved work. 

*6 And he built the inner court with 
three rows of hewn stone, and a row 
of cedar-beams. 

*" In the fourth year was the founda- 
tion of the house of Jehovah laid, in 
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the month of Zif. * And in the eley- 
enth year, in the month Bul, which is 
the eighth month, was the house fin- 
ished in all its parts, and according to 
all the fashion of it. And he was 
seven years in building it. 


_ CHAPTER VII 


1 And Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he finished 
all his house. 

7And he built the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. ‘The length thereof 
was a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows of 
cedar-pillars, with cedar-beams upon 
the pillars. * And it was covered with 
cedar above upon the side-chambers, 
that lay on forty-five pillars, fifteen in 
a row. ‘And there were beams in 
three rows, and window against win- 
dow in three ranks. *®And all the 
doors and door-posts were made square 
with layers of beams; dnd window was 
against window in three ranks. 

®And he made the porch of the 
pillars; the length thereof was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof thirty 
cubits; and a porch before them, and 
pillars and steps before them. 

‘And he made the porch of the 
throne where he should judge, the 
porch of judgment; and it was covered 
with cedar from the floor to the floor. 

*And his house where he dwelt, 
another court within the porch, was 
of like workmanship. Solomon made 
also a house for Pharaoh’s daughter, 
whom he had taken, like to this 
porch. All these were of costly 
stones, after the measures of hewn 
stones, sawed with saws within and 
without, from the foundation to the 
coping, and from the outside to the 
great court. "And the foundation 
was of costly stones, great stones, 


stones of ten cubits, and stones of| 


eight cubits. ' And above were costly 
stones, after the measures of hewn 
stones, and cedars. ™And the great 
court round about was of three rows 
of: hewn stones, and a row of cedar- 
beams, both for the inner court of 
the house of Jehovah, and for the 
porch of the house. 

*%And king Solomon sent and 
brought Hiram from Tyre.. ‘He 
was the son of a widow of the tribe 
of Naphtali; and his father was a man 
of ‘Tyre, a worker in bronze. And,he 
was filled with wisdom, and discern- 
ment, and skilled to work all work in 
bronze. And he came to king Solo- 
mon, and wrought all his work. “And 
he formed the two pillars of bronze. 
Eighteen cubits was the height of the 
one pillar, and a line of twelve cubits 
encompassed the other pillar. "And 
he made two capitals of molten bronze, 
to set upon the tops of the pillars; 
the height of the one capital was five 
cubits, and the height of the other 
capital was five cubits. ™ Lattices of 
lattice-work and festoons of chain- 
work were on the capitals which were 
on the top of the pillars; seven for 
the one capital, and seven for the 
other capital. ‘And he made the 
pillars, and two rows around upon the | 
one lattice, to cover the capitals that 
were on the top of the pillars; and so 
did he to the other capital. 7 And 
the capitals that were on the top of 
the pillars were of lily-work in the 
porch, four cubits. * And the capi- 
tals on the two pillars were also above 
close upon the belly-like swell which 
was beyond the lattice; and the two 
hundred pomegranates in rows were 
round about on the other capital. 
7+And he set up the pillars at the 
porch of the temple. And he set up 
the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin; and he set up the 
left pillar, and called the name thereof 
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Boaz. 
lars was lily-work. And the work of 
the pillars was finished. 

- 8 And he made the molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other, 
round all about; and its height was 
five cubits, and a line of thirty cubits 
encompassed it around. * And under 
its brim round about were gourds en- 
compassing it, ten in a cubit, encir- 
cling the sea round about in two rows, 
The gourds were cast with it in the 
same casting, ™It stood on twelve 
oxen; three looking toward the north, 
and three looking toward the west, 
and three looking toward the south, 
and three looking toward the east; and 
the sea was above upon them, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. *And 
its thickness was a hand-breadth; and 
the brim thereof was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, like a lily-flower. It 
contained two thousand baths. 

And he made the ten bases of 
bronze; four cubits was the length of 
one base, and four cubits the breadth 
thereof, and three cubits the height of 
it. And the work. of the bases was 
after this manner. They had panels, 
and the panels were between the ledges. 
And on the panels that were between 
the ledges were lions, oxen, and cheru- 
bim;'and upon the ledges was a stand 
above; and beneath the lions and 
oxen were garlands of hanging-work, 
*° And every base had four bronze 
wheels, and axles of bronze; and the 
four feet thereof had shoulders; under 
the Javer were the molten shoulders 
each over against garlands. * And 
the mouth of it within the capital and 
above was a cubit; and the mouth 
thereof was round after the work of 
the base, a cubit and a half; and also 
upon the mouth of it were carvings, 
and their panels were four-square, not 
round. ™ And under the panels were

7 And on-the top of the pil-|the four wheels; and the axles of the 


wheels were in the base; and the 
height of a wheel was a cubit and half 
a cubit. *™And the work of the 
wheels was like the work of a chariot 
wheel, ‘Their axles, and their naves, 
and their felloes, and their spokes, 
were all molten, “*And there were 
four shoulders to the four corners of 
one base; the shoulders were of the 
base itself. **And in the top of the base 
was a rounded circuit of half a cubit 
high; and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the panels thereof 
were of the same. ** And on the plates 
of the ledges thereof, and on the panels 
thereof, he carved cherubim, lions, 
and palm-trees, according to the space 
in every one, and garlands round 
about. * After this manner he made 
the ten bases. All of them had one 
casting, one measure, and one form. 

*8 And he made ten lavers of bronze. 
One laver contained forty baths; every 
laver was four cubits, and upon every 
one of the ten bases was one laver. 
* And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house, and five on the left 
side of the house; and he put the sea 
on the right side of the house east- 
ward, over against the south. 

“And Hiram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins. And 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made for king Solomon 
in the house of Jehovah; “ two pillars, 
and the bowls of the capitals that were 
on the top of the two pillars; and the 
two lattices, to cover’the two bowls of 
the capitals that were on the top of 
the pillars; “and the four hundred 
pomegranates for the two lattices, two 
rows of pomegranates for one lattice, 
to cover the two bowls of the capitals 
that were on the pillars; “ and the ten 
bases, and the ten lavers on the bases; 
“‘and the one sea, and the twelve

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oxen under the sea ; ®and the pots, !of Jehovah, and the tabernacle of the 


and the shovels, and the basins. And 
all these vessels, which Hiram made 
for king Solomon in the house of Je- 
hovah, were of burnished bronze. 
*6In the plain of the Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the dense soil be- 
tween Succoth and Zarthan. * And 
Solomon let all the vessels lie, on ac- 
count of the very great number, nor 
was the weight of the bronze ascer- 
tained. “And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were in the house of Je- 
hovah; the altar of gold, and the table 
of gold whereon was the show-bread. 
“And the lampstands of pure gold, 
five on the right side and five on the 
left before the oracle, with the flow- 
ers, and the lamps, and the tongs of 
gold; and the bowls, and the snuf- 
fers, and the basins, and the censers, 
and the snuff-dishes, of pure gold; 
and the hinges of gold, for the folding- 
doors of the inner house, the holy of 
holies, and for the folding-doors of 
the house, the temple. *’ So was ended 
all the work that king Solomon made 
for the house of Jehovah. And Solo- 
mon brought in the things which Da- 
vid his father had dedicated; the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, he put 
among the treasures of the house of 
Jehovah. 


CHAPTER VIII 


*Then Solomon assembled the eld- 
ers of Israel and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chiefs of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, to king Solomon in 
Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah out of the city of 
David, which is Zion. *And all the 
men of Israel assembled themselves to 
king Solomon, at the feast in the 
month Ethanim, which is the seventh 
month. *And all the elders of Is- 
rael came; and the priests bore the 
ark. “And they brought up the ark 


congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that were in the tabernacle; and the 
priests and the Levites brought them 
up. °And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel, that were as- 
sembled to him, were with him before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, 
that could not be told nor numbered 
for multitude. ®And the priests 
brought in the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah to its place, into the oracle 
of the house, into the holy of holies, 
under the wings of the cherubim. 
"For the cherubim spread out their 
wings over the place of the ark; and 
the cherubim covered above the ark 
and the staves thereof. *And they 
drew out the staves, that the ends of 
the staves were seen from the holy 
place before the oracle, and they were 
not seen without; and they are there 
to this day. ° There was nothing in 
the ark save the two tablets of stone, 
which Moses put there in Horeb when 
Jehovah made a covenant with the 
children of Israel at their coming out 
from the land of Egypt. And it 
came to pass, when the priests were 
come out from the holy place, that the 
cloud filled the house of Jehovah; 
“and the priests could not stand to 
minister, because of the cloud; for 
the glory of Jehovah filled the house 
of Jehovah. 

* Then said Solomon, Jehovah has 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. Surely I have built thee 
a house to dwell in, a habitation for . 
thee to abide in forever. ™ And the 
king turned his face about, and blessed 
all the congregation of Israel; and all 
the congregation of Israel stood. “And 
he said, Blessed be Jehovah, God of 
Israel, who spoke with his mouth to 
David my father, and has with his 
hand fulfilled it, saying, "Since the 


|day that I brought forth my peopie 


goa 
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Israel out of Egypt, I chose no city 
out of all the tribes of Israel, to build a 
house that my name might be therein; 
and I chose David to be over my 
people Israel. "And it was in the 
heart of David my father, to build a 
house to the name of Jehovah, God 
of Israel. ‘And Jehovah said to 
David my father, Whereas it was in 
thy heart to build a house to my name, 
thou didst well that it was in thy heart. 
* Yet thou shalt not build the house; 
but thy son, that comes forth from 
thy loins, he shall build the house to 
my name. ”And Jehovah has per- 
formed his word that he spoke; and I 
am risen up in the place of David my 
father, and sit on the throne of Is- 
rael, as Jehovah said, and have built 
the house to the name of Jehovah, 
God of Israel. ™ And I have set 
there a place for the ark wherein is 
the covenant. of Jehovah which he 
made with our fathers when he brought 
them out of the land of Egypt. 

* And Solomon stood before the 


rael, let thy word, I pray thee, be 
verified, which thou didst speak to thy 
servant David my father. ™ But will 
God indeed dwell on the earth? Be- 
hold, the heaven, and heaven of 
heavens, cannot contain thee; how 
much less this house which I have 
built? * Yet have thou regard to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his en- 
treaty, O Jehovah my God, to hearken 
to the cry and to the prayer, which 
thy servant prays before thee to-day; 
* that thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, toward the 
place of which thou hast said, My 
name shall be there; that thou mayest 
hearken to the prayer which thy serv- 
ant shall make toward this place. 
*° And hearken thou to the entreaty 
of thy servant, and of thy people Is- 
rael, when they shall pray toward this 
place; and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling-place; hear, and forgive. 
“Tf any man trespass against his 
ineighbor, and an oath be laid upon 
i}him to bind him by oath, and the 


altar of Jehovah, in the presence of|oath come before thine altar in this 


all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven. 
** And he said, Jehovah, God of Is- 
rael! There is no God like thee, in 
the heavens above, or on the earth 
beneath; keeping the covenant and 
mercy toward thy servants that walk 
before thee with all their heart; *who 
to thy servant David my father hast 
kept that which thou saidst to him; 
and thou saidst it with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled it with thy hand, as it is 
this day. *” And now, Jehovah, God 
of Israel, keep to thy servant David 
my father that which thou didst speak 
to him, saying, There shall not fail 
to thee a man from before me, to sit 
on the throne of Israel; if only thy 
children take heed to their way, to 
walk before me as thou hast walked 
before me. “And now, O God of Is- 


house; *then hear thou in heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servant; con- 
demning the wicked, to bring his way 
upon his head, and justifying the right- 
eous, to give him according to his 
righteousness. 

*° When thy people Israel are smit- 
ten down before the enemy, because 
they sin against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and acknowledge thy 
name, and pray, and make supplica- 
tion to thee in this house; * then 
hear thou in heaven, and forgive the 
sin of thy people Israel, and bring 
them back to the land which thou 
gavest to their fathers. 

*° When heaven is shut up and there 
is no rain, because they sin against 
thee, and they shall pray toward this 
place, and acknowledge thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thou 
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afflictest them; “then hear thou in 
heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
servants, and of thy people Israel, when 
thou art teaching them the good way 
wherein they should walk, and give 
rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

‘7If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpillar; if 
their enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; * what 
prayer and entreaty soever be made 
by any man, or by all thy people Is- 
rael, who shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and _ shall 
spread forth his hands toward this 
house; * then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling-place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
all his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
for thou only knowest the heart of all 
the children of men; **to the end that 
they may fear thee, all the days that 
they live on the face of the ground 
that thou gavest to our fathers. ‘’And 
also the stranger, who is not of thy 
people Israel, and comes from a far 
country for thy name’s sake,—* for 
they will hear of thy great name, and 
of thy strong hand, and of thine out- 
stretched arm,—and when he shall 
come and pray toward this house ; 
“hear thou in heaven thy dwelling- 
place, and do according to all that the 
stranger calls upon thee for; that all 
peoples of the earth may know thy 
name, to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel; and that they may know that 
this house, which I have built, is called 
by thy name. 

“If thy people -go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
to Jehovah toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward the 
house which I have built to thy name; 


* then hear thou in heaven their prayer 
and their entreaty, and maintain their 
right, “If they sin against thee,“ 
for there is no man that sinneth not,— 
and thou be angry with them, and de- 
liver them to the enemy, and their 
captors carry them ‘away captive to the 
land of the enemy, far or near; ‘’and 
if they shall lay it to heart in the land 
whither they were carried captive; and 
turn, and make entreaty to thee in'the 
land of their captors, saying, We have 
sinned, and have done perversely, we 
have committed wickedness’; :* and 
they return to thee with all their heart, 
and with all their soul, in the land of 
their enemies, who carried them away 
captive, and pray to thee toward their 
land which thou gavest to their fathers, 
the city which thou hast chosen, and 
the house which I have built to thy 
name; “then hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling-place their prayer and 
their entreaty, and maintain their 
right, “and forgive to thy people 
what they have sinned against thee, 
and all their transgressions wherein 
they have transgressed against thee, 
and grant them compassion in pres- 
ence of their captors, that they may 
have compassion on them. ° For thy 
people and thine inheritance are they, 
whom thou didst bring out from Egypt, 
from the midst of the furnace of iron; 
* that thine eyes may be open to the 
entreaty of thy servant, and to the 
entreaty of thy people Israel, to 
hearken to them in all that they call 
upon thee for. * For thou hast sepa- 
rated them to thee for thine inherit- 
ance from all the peoples of the earth, 
as thou saidst by the hand of Moses 
thy servant, when thou didst bring 
our fathers out from Egypt, O Lord 
Jehovah. ** And it wasso, when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying to 
Jehovah all this prayer and entreaty, 
that he arose from before the altar of 
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Jehovah, from kneeling on his knees 
with his hands spread out toward 
heaven. »*And he stood, and blessed 
all the congregation of Israel with a 
loud voice, saying, ** Blessed be Jeho- 
vah, who has given rest to his people 
Israel, according to all that~he has 
spoken. There has not failed one 
word of all his good words that he 
spoke by the hand of Moses his serv- 
ant. Jehovah, our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers. Let him 
not leave us, nor cast us off; that 
he may incline our hearts to him, to 
walk in all his ways, and to keep his 
commandments, and his statutes, and 
his judgments, which he commanded 
our fathers. And let these my 
words, wherewith I have made en- 
treaty before Jehovah, be near to Je- 
hovah our God day and night, that 
he may maintain the right of his 
servant, and the right of his people 
Israel, at all times as needed; ® that 
all peoples of the earth may know that 
Jehovah, he is God, and none besides. 
* And let your heart be wholly with 
Jehovah our God, to walk in his stat- 
utes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. 

* And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before Jehovah. 
* And Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which he offered to 
Jehovah, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, and a hundred and twenty thou- 
sand sheep. And the king, and all 
the children of Israel, dedicated the 
house of Jehovah. “On the same 
day the king hallowed the middle of 
the court that was before the house of 
Jehovah. For there he offered burnt 
offerings, and meat offerings, and the 
fat of the peace offerings; because the 
bronze altar that was before Jehovah 
was too little to receive the burnt 
offerings, and meat offerings, and the 
fat of the peace offerings.. “And at 


that time Solomon held the feast, and 
all Israel with him, a great congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath 
to the river of Egypt, before Jehovah 
our God, seven days and seven days, 
fourteen days. On the eighth day 
he dismissed the people. And they 
blessed the king; and they went to 
their tents joyful and glad of heart, 
for all the good that Jehovah had done 
to David his servant, and to Israel 
his people. 


CHAPTER IX 


‘And it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon had finished the building of the 
house of Jehovah, and the king’s 
house, and all that Solomon desired 
and was pleased to do, *that Jehovah 
appeared to Solomon the second time, 
as he had appeared to him at Gibeon. 
*And Jehovah said to him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy entreaty, 
which thou hast made before me; I 
have hallowed this house, which thou 
hast built, to put my name there for- 
ever; and my eyes and my heart shall 
be there perpetually. *And now if 
thou wilt walk before me, as David 
thy father walked, in integrity of heart 
and in uprightness, to do according 
to all that I have commanded thee, 
and wilt keep my statutes and my 
judgments; *°then will I establish the 
throne of thy kingdom over Israel for- 
ever, as I spoke to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man on the throne of Israel. ‘If ye 
shall wholly turn away from following 
me, ye and your children, and will 
not keep my commandments and my 
statutes which I have set before you, 
but go and serve other gods, and 
worship them; ‘then will I cut off 
Israel from the face of the ground 
which I have given them; and the 
house which I have hallowed to my 
name will Ll cast out of my presence; 
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and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
by-word among all peoples. *And 
this house shall be on high; every one 
that passes by it shall be astonished, 
and shall hiss; and they shall say, 
Why has Jehovah done thus to this 
land, and to this house? *® And they 
shall answer, Because they forsook 
Jehovah their God, who brought their 
fathers out of the land of Egypt, and 
clave to other gods, and worshiped 
them, and served them; therefore 
has Jehovah brought upon them all 
this evil. 

1 And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, when Solomon had built 
the two houses, the house of Jehovah, 
and the king’s house,—"now Hi- 
ram, the king of Tyre, had aided Sol- 
omon with cedar-trees and cypress- 
trees, and with gold, according to all 
his desire,—that then king Solomon 
gave Hiram twenty cities in the land 
of Galilee. ‘And Hiram came out 
from Tyre, to see the cities which 
Solomon had given him; and they 
did not please him. ' And he said, 
What are these cities which thou hast 
given me, my brother? And he called 
them the land of Cabul, to this day. 
“ And Hiram sent to the king a hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold. 

* And this is the reason of the levy 
which king Solomon raised: to build 
the house of Jehovah, and his own 
house, and the Millo, and the wall of 
Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, 
and Gezer. 'For Pharaoh king of 
Egypt had gone up, and taken Gezer, 
and burnt it with fire, and slain the 
Canaanites that dwelt in the city; and 
he gave it for a dowry to his daughter, 
Solomon’s wife. ™ And Solomon built 
Gezer, and the lower Beth-horon, 
and Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land; and all the 
cities for store-houses that Solomon 
had, and cities for chariots, and cities 
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for horsemen, and all that Solomon 
desired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and in all the land of his 
dominion. * All the people that were 
left of the Amorites, the Hittites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebu- 
sites, who were not of the children:of 
Israel; 7 their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel were not able utterly to 
destroy, on them did Solomon levy a 
tribute of bond-service to this day. 
” But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen; for they 
were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captains, and 
rulers of his chariots, and his ‘horse- 
men. * These were the chief of the 
officers that were over Solomon’ s work, 
five hundred and fifty, who bore rule 
over the people that wrought in the 
work. { 

** But the daughter of Pharaoh came | 
up out of the city of David to her 
house which he had built for her., 
Then he built the Millo. 

And three times in a year Solo- 
mon offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings on the altar which he built 
to Jehovah, and he burned incense at 
that which was before Jehovah. So 
he completed the house. 

7° And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships at Ezion-geber, which is be- 
side Eloth, on the shore of the Red 
sea, in the land of Edom. ™And 
Hiram sent in the navy his servants, 
shipmen that had knowledge of the 
sea, with the servants of Solomon. 
8 And they came to Ophir, and took 
thence gold, four hundred and twenty 
talents, and brought it to king Sol- 
omon. ' 


CHAPTER X 


*And the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon concerning the 
and she came to 
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try him with hard questions, * And 
she came to Jerusalem with a very 
great train, with camels bearing spices 
and very much gold and _ precious 
stones. And she came to Solomon; 
and she talked with him of all that 
was in her heart. * And Solomon told 
her all which she asked; there was not 
anything hid from the king which he 
told her not. ‘And when the queen 
of Sheba saw all the wisdom of Solo- 
mon, and the house that he had built, 
Sand the food of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attend- 
ance of his ministers and their apparel, 
and his cup-bearers, and his burnt 
offerings which he offered up in the 
house of Jehovah; there was no more 
spirit in her. *And she said to the 
king, It was a true report that I heard 
in my own land of thy acts and of thy 
wisdom. ‘But I believed not the 
words, until I came, and my eyes had 
seen it; and, behold, the half was 
not told me; thy wisdom and pros- 
perity exceed the fame that I heard. 
* Happy are thy men, happy. are these 
thy servants, who stand continually 
before thee, that hear thy wisdom. 
* Blessed be Jehovah thy God, who 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel; because Jehovah 
loves Israel forever, and he made thee 
king, to do judgment and _ justice. 
And she gave the king a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of 
spices a very great store, and precious 
stones. ‘There came no more such 
abundance of spicery as these which 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solo- 
mon. ™ And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, brought 
in from Ophir almug-trees in great 
plenty, and precious stones. ™ And 
the king made of the almug-trees a 
railing for the house of Jehovah, and 
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for the king’s house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers. There came no 
such almug-trees, nor were seen, to 
this day. "And king Solomon gave 
to the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, besides that 
which Solomon gave her of his royal 
bounty. And she turned and went 
to her own country, she and her 
servants, 

* Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year, was six hun- 
dred and sixty-six talents of gold; 
® besides that from the tradesmen, 
and from the traffic of the merchant- 
men, and from all the kings of the 
mixed races, and from the governors 
of the country. 

*® And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred bucklers of beaten gold; with six 
hundred shekels of gold he overlaid 
the one buckler; “and three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; with three 
manehs of gold he overlaid the one 
shield. And the king put them in 
the house of the forest of Lebanon. 

* And the king made a great throne 
of ivory, and overlaid it with pure 
gold. The throne had six steps, 
and the top of the throne was round 
behind ; and there were arms on 
either side on the place of the seat; 
and two lions stood beside the arms. 
* And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other on the six 
steps. ‘The like has not been made 
in any other kingdom. 

And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels were of gold, and all the ves- 
sels of the house of the forest of Leba- 
non were of precious gold. There 
was no silver; it was accounted as 
nothing in the days of Solomon. * For 
the king had at sea a navy of Tarshish 
with the navy of Hiram. Once in 
three years came the navy of ‘Tarshish,

‘Vhe talent was a hundred manehs. 
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bringing gold and silver, ivory, and 
apes and peacocks. 

And king Solomon. was greater 
than all the kings of the earth in riches 
and in wisdom. And all the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon to 
hear his wisdom which God had put 
in his.-heart. ™And they brought 
every man his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and garments, and 
armor, and spices, horses, and mules, 
repeated year by year. 

**And Solomon” brought together 
chariots and horsemen. And he had 
a thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen; and 
he placed them in the cities for .chari- 
ots, and with the king at Jerusalem. 
7 And silver the king made as stones 
in Jerusalem, and cedars made he as 
the sycamore-trees that are in the 
Shefelah, for abundance. 

7? And the horses which Solomon 
had were brought out of Egypt; and 
a company of the king’s merchants 
took a troop [of horses] at a price. 
* And a chariot went out from Egypt 
and came up for six hundred shekels 
of ‘silver, and a horse for a hundred 
and fifty; and so for all the kings 
of the Hittites, and for. the kings of 
Syria, did they bring them out by 
their hand. 


CHAPTER XI 


‘And king Solomon loved many 
foreign women, together with the 
daughter of Pharaoh; women of the 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zi- 
donians, Hittites; ? of the nations con- 
cerning which Jehovah said to the 
children of Israel, Ye shall not come 
among them, and they shall not come 
among you; they will surely turn 
away your heart after their gods. To 
them did Solomon cleave, to love 
them. 
wives, princesses, and three hundred 


>And he had seven hundred 


concubines; and ‘his wives turned 
away his heart. * And it came:to pass, 
when Solomon was old, that.his wives 
turned away his heart after other gads; 
and his heart was not wholly with Je- 
hovah his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. *And Solomon 
went after Ashtoreth, the goddess: of 
the Zidonians, and after Milcom,'the 
abomination of the Ammonites. *And 
Solomon did evil in the sight of Jeho- 
vah, and went not fully after Jehovah, 
as did David his father. "Then did 
Solomon build a high place to Che- 
mosh, the abomination of Moab, in 
the hill that is before Jerusalem; and 
to Molech, the abomination ofthe 
children of Ammon. *Andso did he 
for all his foreign wives, who burnt 
incense and sacrificed to their gods.''» 

* And Jehovah was angry with Solo- 
mon, because his heart was turned 
away from..Jehovah, God'of Israel, 
who had appeared to him twice; and 
had commanded him concerning this 
thing, that he should not go after other 
gods; but he kept not that which Je- 
hovah commanded. * And Jehovah 
said to Solomon, Forasmuch as this is 
thy way, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which I 
have commanded thee, I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. ™ Yet, in thy 
days I will not do it, for the sake of 
David thy father; out of the hand of 
thy son will I rend it. 7% Only, -I will 
not rend away all the kingdom. One 
tribe I will give to thy son, for the 
sake of David my servant, and for the 
sake of Jerusalem which I have chosen. 

** And Jehovah raised up an adver- 
sary to Solomon, Hadad the Edomite. 
He was of the royal seed, in Edom: 
*For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain 
of the host had gone up to bury the 


‘slain, and had smitten every male in 
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Edom, '*—for six months did Joab 


remain there with all Israel, until he 


had cut off every male in Edom,— 


“that Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. “And they rose 
up from Midian, and came to Paran. 
And they took men with them from 
Paran, and came to Egypt, to Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt; and he gave him 
a house, and appointed him food, and 
gave him land. "And Hadad found 
great favor in the sight of Pharaoh; 
and he: gave him a wife, the sister of 
his own wife, sister of Tahpenes the 
queen. ™And the sister of Tahpenes 
bore him Genubath his son; and 
Tahpenes weaned him in Pharaoh’s 
house. And Genubath was in Pha- 
raoh’s house among the sons of Pha- 
raoh. * And Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David lay with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead. And Hadad said to Pharaoh, 
Let me depart, that I may go to my 
own country. ™ And Pharaoh said to 
him, But what hast thou lacked with 
me, that, behold, thou seekest to go to 
thy own country? And he answered, 
Nothing; but thou must let me go.

And 
the king answered the people roughly, 
and forsook the old men’s counsel that 


they gave him. ‘And he spoke to 
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them after the counsel of the young 
men, saying, My father made your 
yoke heavy, and I will add to your 
yoke; my father chastised you with 
whips, and I will chastise you with 
scorpions. ' And the king hearkened 
not to the people; for the ordering 
was from Jehovah, that he might per- 
form his saying, which Jehovah spoke 
by Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat.

** And Nadab, the son of Jeroboam, 
began to reign over Israel in the second 
year of Asa king of Judah; and he 
reigned over Israel two years. “And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of Jehovah; and he walked in the 
way Of his father, and in his sins 
whereby he caused Israel to sin. 

And Baasha the son of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issachar, conspired 


against him. And Baasha smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to‘the 
Philistines; and Nadab and all Israel 
were laying siege to Gibbethon. "And 
Baasha slew him in the third year of 
Asa king of Judah, and reigned in his 
stead. ™And it came to pass, when 
he was king, that he smote all: the 
house of Jeroboam.

1Now Jehoram, the son of Ahab, 
began to reign over Israel in Samaria 
in the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah; and he reigned twelve 
years. ?And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of Jehovah; only not 
as his father and as his mother, and 
he put away the image of Baal that 
his father had made. * Yet he clave 
to the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who caused Israel to sin; he 
departed not therefrom. 

*And Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheep-master; and he rendered to the 
king of Israel a hundred thousand 
lambs, and the wool of a hundred 
thousand rams. ° And it came to pass, 
when Ahab was dead, that the king 
of Moab rebelled against the king of 
Israel. 

*And king Jehoram went out from 
Samaria at that time, and numbered 
all Israel. ‘And he went, and sent 
to Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, 
saying, The king of Moab has rebelled 
against me. Wilt thou go with me 
against Moab to battle? And he 
said, 1 will goup; I am as thou art, 
my people as thy people, and my 
horses as thy horses. °aAnd he said, 


Which way shall we go up? And he | 


answered, ‘The way through the wil- 
derness of Edom. °So the king of 
Israel went, and the king of Judah, 
and the king of Edom. And they 
made a circuit of seven days’ journey;

upon the wall. And there: was great 
indignation against Israel; and they 
departed from him, and returned to 
their land.

stand, And it shall be, when he 
comes to us, that he shall)turn aside

That he should die by other 
means, was no answer to the question; but it concerned Hazael, as showing him that Jehovah read his most 
secret thoughts. ‘That the king was in the way of recovery, is evident from Hazael’s haste to remove him.

"As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the Hi- 
vites, and the Jebusites, who were not 
of Israel; °of their sons that were 
left after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel consumed not, of 
them did Solomon raise a levy [for 
bondservice], to this day. * But of 
the children of Israel did Solomon 
make no servants for his work; but 
they were men of war, and captains 
of his knights, and captains of his 
chariots, and of his horsemen. ‘And 
these were the chief officers of king 
Solomon, even two hundred and fifty, 
that bore rule over the people.

thee, saying, Thy father made our 
yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter 
upon us; thus shalt thou say to them, 
My little finger is thicker than my 
father’s loins.

fathers. ‘So they strengthened the 
kingdom of Judah, and made Reho- 
boam the son of Solomon strong for 
three years; for they walked in the way 
of David and Solomon for three years. 

And Rehoboam took him a wife, 
Mahalath the daughter of Jerimoth 
the son of David, [and of] Abi- 
hail the daughter of Eliab the son of 
Jesse; '8and she bore him sons: Jeush

® Nevertheless they shall become his 
servants; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries. 

*So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of Jehovah, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; he 
took all away: he took away also the 
shields of gold which Solomon had 
made. ‘And king Rehoboam made in 
their stead shields of bronze, and com- 
mitted them to the hands of the cap- 
tains of the guard, that kept the door of 
the king’s house. ™ And it was so, that 
as oft as the king entered into the house 
of Jehovah, the guard came and bore 
them, and brought them back into the 
chamber of the guard.

*So king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned;

old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned seventeen yearsin Jeru- 
salem, the city which Jehovah had 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there: andhis mother’s 
name was Naamah the Ammonitess. 
1 And he did that which was evil, be- 
cause he set not his heart to seek 
Jehovah.

the battle in array against him with 
eight hundred thousand chosen men, 
who were mighty men of valor. * And 
Abijah stood up upon mount Zema-

"And there were gathered to him vain 
men, base fellows, who strengthened 
themselves against Rehoboam the son 
of Solomon, when Rehoboam was 
young and tender-hearted; and could 
not withstand them. ® And how ye 
think to withstand the kingdom of 
Jehovah in the hand of the sons of 
David; and ye are a great multitude,

behold, God is with us at our head, 
and his priests with the trumpets of 
alarm to sound an alarm against you, 
O children of Israel, fight not against ~ 
Jehovah, the God of your fathers5: for 
ye shall not prosper. idee 

* But Jeroboam caused an ambush 
to: go around behind them: so they. 
were before Judah, and the ambush 
was behind them. ‘And when Ju- 
dah looked back, behold, the battle 
was before and behind them: :and 
they cried to Jehovah, and“the priests 
sounded with the trumpets.

Syria, who dwelt in Damascus, saying, 
*A league between me and thee, as 
[there was] between my father and 
thy father! behold, I have sent thee 
silver and gold; go, break thy. league 
with Baasha king of Israel, that he 
may depart from me. ‘And Ben- 
hadad hearkened to king Asa, and 
sent the captains of his armies against 
the cities of Israel; and they smote 
Ijon and Dan and Abel-maim and all 
the store cities of Naphtali. *And it 
came to pass, as soon as Baasha heard 
it, that he left off building Ramah, and 
let his work cease. Then Asa the 
king took all Judah; and they carried 
away the stones of Ramah, and its 
timbers, with which Baasha had built;

Jehovah be upon you; take heed and 
do it; for there is no iniquity with Je- 
hovah our God, nor respect of persons, 
nor taking of bribes. 

*Moreover in Jerusalem did Je- 
hoshaphat set of the Levites and 
the priests, and of the heads of the 
fathers’ [houses] of Israel, for the 
judgment of Jehovah, and for con- 
troversies. And they returned to 
Jerusalem, ° And he charged them, 
saying, Thus shall ye do in the fear of 
Jehovah, faithfully, and with a perfect 
heart.

and had strengthened. himself, he 
killed all his brethren with the sword; 
and some also of the princes of Israel. 
- ®Jehoram was thirty-two years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 
®And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab; for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife; and he did that which 
was evil in the sight of Jehovah. 
™Howbeit Jehovah was not willing to 
destroy the house of David, because 
of the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he had promised to give 
a lamp to him and to his sons always. 
®In his days Edom revolted from

brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of Judah, as one man, to oversee 
the workmen in the house of God;

“And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithridates, Tabeel, 
and the rest of his associates, to Ar- 
taxerxes king of Persia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in 
Aramaic, and translated (Aramaic). 
*Rehum the governor and Shimshai 
the secretary wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king as 
follows: °then [wrote] Rehum the 
governor, and Shimshai the secretary, 
and the rest of their associates; the

But because our fathers provoked 
the God of heaven to wrath, he gave 
them into the hand of Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon, the Chaldean, 
and this house he destroyed, and the 
people he carried into exile to Bab- 
ylon. “ But.in the first year of Cy- 
rus king of Babylon, Cyrus the king 
made a decree to build this house of 
God. “And the gold and silver ves- 
sels also of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the 
temple that was in Jerusalem, and 
brought into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out of 
the temple of Babylon, and they were 


delivered to one whose name was 


Sheshbazzar, whom he had made 
governor; “and he said to him, Take 
these.vessels, go, put them in the tem- 
ple. that: is in Jerusalem, and let the 
house of God be built in its place.

fer sacrifices of sweet odor to the God 
of heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. “ Moreover I 
miake a decree that whosoever alters 
this word, a beam be pulled out from 
his house, and he be lifted up and 
fastened on it; and his house be made 
a dunghill for this.

“In those days I saw in Judah 
some treading winepresses on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and 
lading asses; as also wine, grapes, | 
and figs, and all manner of burdens, 
which they brought into Jerusalem 
on the sabbath day; and I warned 
[them] in the day in which they sold | 
food. “There dwelt men of Tyre 
also therein, who brought in fish, and 
all manner of merchandise, and _ sold.

the Levites. “Thus I cleansed them 
from all foreigners, and appointed 
wards for the priests and for the Le- 
vites, every one in his work; “and for 
the offering of wood, at times ap- 
pointed, and for the firstfruits. Re- 
member me, O my God, for good.

CHAPTER I 


1 Now. it came to pass in the thir- 
teenth year, in the fourth month, 
inthe fifth day of the month, as I 
was among the captives by the river 
Chebar, that the heavens were 
opened, and J. saw appearances of 
God. ?In the fifth day of the 
month, which was the fifth year of 
king Jehoiachin’s captivity, *the 
word of Jehovah came expressly to 
Ezekiel the priest, the son of Buzi, in 
the land of the Chaldeans by the river 
Chebar: and the hand of Jehovah 
was there upon him. * And I looked, 
and, behold, a storm-wind came out

with potters’ clay. *% And as the toes 
of the feet were part of iron, and 
part of clay, so the kingdom shall be 
partly strong, and partly brittle. 
43 And [the fact that] thou sawest 
the iron mixed with potters’ clay— 
they shall be mingling themselves by 
marriage; but there shall be no 
union, even as iron does not unite 
with clay. ‘44#And in the days of 
those kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom which shall not be 
destroyed forever, nor shall its sov- 
ereignty be left to another people; 
but it shall break in pieces and de- 
stroy all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand forever. 4° Forasmuch as thou 
sawest that a stone was cut out of 
the mountain without hands, and that 
it broke in pieces the iron, the bronze, 
the clay, the silver, and the gold; the 
great God has told the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter and the 
dream is certain, and its interpreta- 
tion sure. 

46 Then king Nebuchadnezzar fell 
upon his face, and paid homage to 
Daniel, and gave command to offer 
him an oblation and sweet odors. 
47 The king answered Daniel, and 
said, [I know] of a truth, that your 
God 1s the God of gods, and the 
Lord of kings, and a revealer of se- 
crets, because thou hast been able to 
reveal this secret. *® Then the king 
made Daniel great and gave him 
many great gifts, and made him rule 
over the whole province of Babylon, 
and [appointed him] to be chief gov- 
ernor over all the wise men of Baby- 
lon. 4° At the request of Daniel, the 
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king appointed Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, over the affairs of 
the province of Babylon: but_Daniel 
remained in the court of the king. 


CHAPTER III 


*\Nebuchadnezzar the king made 
an image of gold, whose height was 
sixty cubits, and its breadth six cu- 
bits: he set it up in the plain of Dura, 
in the province of Babylon. * Then 
king Nebuchadnezzar sent [messen- 
gers] to assemble the satraps, the 
deputies, and the governors, the 
magistrates, the treasurers, the coun- 
sellors, the lawyers, and all the rulers 
of the provinces, that they might 
come to the dedication of the image 
which king Nebuchadnezzar had set 
up. °Then the satraps, the deputies, 
and the governors, the magistrates, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
lawyers, and all the rulers of the 
provinces, were assembled for the 
dedication of the image that king 
Nebuchadnezzar had set up; and they 
were standing before the image that 
Nebuchadnezzar had set up. “Then 
the herald cried aloud, To you it is 
commanded, O peoples, nations, and 
tongues, *that at the moment ye hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, symphony, and all 
kinds of music, ye fall down and wor- 
ship the golden image that king 
Nebuchadnezzar has set up: ‘and 
whosoever does not fall down and 
worship, shall be thrown at once into 
the midst of a burning fiery fur- 
nace. ‘Therefore, at the very mo- 
ment, when all the peoples heard the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, and all kinds of music, 
all the peoples, the nations, and 
tongues fell down and worshiped 
the golden image that king Nebu- 
chadnezzar had set up. * Wherefore 
at that time certain Chaldeans came 
near, and brought complaint against 
the Tews. * They began and said to 
king Nebuchadnezzar, O king, live 


forever. “ Thou, O king, hast made a 
decree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and symphony, . and 
all kinds of music, shall fall down 
and worship the golden image: “and © 
whosoever does not fall down and 
worship, shall be thrown into the 
midst of a burning . fiery furnace. 
“There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast appointed over the affairs of 
the province of Babylon, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego; these: men, 
O king, have not regarded thee: they, 
do not serve thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast 
set up. ™” Then Nebuchadnezzar in 
rage and fury gave command to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. Then they brought these men 
before the king. ™ Nebuchadnezzar 
began and said to them, Is it inten- 
tional, O Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, that ye do not serve my 
god, nor worship the . golden image 
which I have set up? ” Now if ye are 
ready when ye hear the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and symphony, and all kinds of 
music, to fall down and worship the 
image which I have made, [well]: 

but if ye do not worship, ye shall be 
thrown at once into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace; and who is 
that god who can deliver you out of 
my hands? ™Shadrach, Meshach, 

and Abed-nego answered and said 
to the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, we 
have no need to answer thee in this 
matter. “If our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burn- 
ing fiery furnace, and from thy hand, 
O king, he will ‘deliver us. ™ But if 
not, be it known to theé, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou 
hast set up. “Then Nebuchadnez- 
zar was full of fury, and the form of 
his countenance was changed, against 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego: 

he answered, and gave command to 
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Rat the furnace seven times hotter 


than was necessary. ™ And he com- 
manded mighty men that were in his 
army to bind Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, to throw them into 
the burning fiery furnace. ™ Then 
these men were bound in their hosen, 
their tunics, and their mantles, and 
their [other] garments, and were 
thrown into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. ™ Therefore because 
the king’s commandment was severe 
and the furnace exceeding hot, the 
flame of the fire killed the men that 
took up Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego. * And these three men, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
fell down bound into the midst of 
the burning fiery furnace. ™Then 
king Nebuchadnezzar was astounded 
and rose up in haste: he began and 
said to his counsellors, Did we not 
throw three men bound into. the 
midst of the fire? They answered and 
said to the king, Sure, O king. *He 
answered and said, Lo, I see four 
men unbound, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and they suffer no in- 
jury; and the appearance of the 
fourth is like a ‘son of the gods. 
* Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
the door of the burning fiery fur- 
nace: he began and said, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye ser- 
vants of the Most High God, come 
out, and come hither. Then Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, came 
out of the midst of the fire. “And 
the satraps, the deputies, and the 
governors, and the king’s counsel- 
lors, being gathered together, saw 
these men, upon whose bodies the 
fire had no power, and the hair of 
whose heads was not singed, and 
whose hosen had not changed [in 
color], and upon whom the smell of 
fire had not come. ™ Nebuchadnez- 
zar began and said, Blessed be the 
God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, who has sent his angel, 
and' delivered his servants that 


trusted in him, and they have 
changed the king’s command, and 
have given their bodies, that they 
might not serve nor worship any god 
except their own God. ™ Therefore 
I make a decree, that every people, 
nation, and tongue, which speak 
anything amiss against the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
shall be hewn to pieces, and their 
houses shall be made a dunghill: be- 
cause there is no other ged that is 
able to deliver like this [God]. 
” Then the king promoted Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, in the 
province of Babylon. 


CHAPTER IV 


* Nebuchadnezzar the king, to all 
the peoples, nations, and tongues, 
that dwell in all the earth. Peace be 
multiplied to you. *It has seemed 
good to me to make known the signs 
and wonders that the Most High 
God has achieved before me. * How 
great are his signs! and how mighty 
are his wonders! his kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom and his domin- 
ion is from generation to genera- 
tion. 

*TI, Nebuchadnezzar, was at rest in 
my house, and flourishing in my 
palace. °I saw a dream and it fright- 
ened me; and the thoughts upon 
my bed and the visions of my head 
troubled me. * Therefore I gave com- 
mand to bring in all the wise men of 
Babylon before me, that they might 
tell me the interpretation of the 
dream. ‘Then came in the scribes, 
the enchanters, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers: and I told the 
dream before them; but they. did not 
tell me _ its interpretation. *But at 
last Daniel, whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of 
my god, and [a man] in whom is the 
spirit of the holy gods, came in be- 
fore me, and I told the dream before 
him: °O Belteshazzar, chief of the 
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scribes, because I know that the spirit 
of the holy gods is in thee, and no 
secret troubles thee, Tell me the vis- 
ions of my dream that I have seen, 
and its interpretation. 4°And the 
visions of my head upon my bed 
[were as follows]: I saw and lo, a 
tree in the midst of the earth, and its 
height was great. 11 The tree grew, 
and became strong, and its height 
reached to heaven, and it could be 
seen to theend of all the earth. 1° Its 
leaves were fair, and its fruit abun- 
dant, and in it there was food for 
all: under it, the beasts of the field 
sheltered, and in its branches the 
fowls of the heaven lodged, and all 
flesh fed upon it. 


13 T saw in the visions of my head. 


upon my bed, and, lo, a watcher even 
a holy one, came down from heaven. 
14 He cried aloud, and spoke thus: 
Cut down the tree, and chop off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts flee 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches. 1 But leave the 
stump of his roots in the earth, even 
with a band of iron and bronze, 
among the tender grass of the field; 
and let him be moistened with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beasts in the grass of the 
earth: 1%let his heart be changed 
from man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given him; and let seven times pass 
over him. 13% The sentence is by the 
decree of the watchers, and the com- 
mand by the word of the holy ones; 
that the living may know that the 
Most High rules in the kingdom of 
men, and gives it to whomsoever he 
will, and the humblest of men he 
sets up [as ruler] over it. 18 This is 
the dream. I, king Nebuchadnezzar, 
have seen it. And thou, O Belte- 
shazzar, give the interpretation since 
all the wise men of my kingdom are 
not able to tell me the interpretation: 
but thou art able, for the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee. 


‘Belteshazzar, 


*®Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astounded for a 
moment, and_ his thoughts terrified 
him. The king began -and said, 
let’ not the dream 
nor the interpretation terrify’ thee. 
Belteshazzar answered and __ said, 
My lord, the dream be for thine 
enemies, and its interpretation 
for thine adversaries. ?° The tree 
that thou sawest, which grew, 
and became strong, whose 
height reached to the heaven, and 
could be seen in all the earth: 
71 whose leaves were fair, and its 
fruit abundant, and in it was food 
for all; under which the ‘beasts of 
the field dwelt, and among ‘whose 
branches the fowls of the heayen 
lodged :—*? it is thou, O king, ‘that 
art grown and become strong: for 
thy greatness is grown, and reaches 
to heaven, and thy dominion to the 
end of the earth. 

“3 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and a holy one coming 
down from heaven, and saying, Cut 
down the tree, and destroy it; but 
leave the stump of its roots in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and 
bronze, in the tender grass of the 
field; and let him be moistened with 
the dew of heaven, and let his por- 
tion be with the beasts of the field, 
till _seven-times pass over him; *4 this 
is the interpretation, O king, and it 
is the decree of, the Most High, 
which is coming upon my lord, the 
king: *5 even thee shall they thrust 
out from men, and thy sojourn shall 
be with the beasts of the field, and 
thou shalt be made to eat grass as 
oxen, and shalt be moistened with 
the dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee; till thou know 
that the Most High rules in the 
kingdom of men and to whomsoever 
he will, he gives it. #6 And where- 
as they gave command to leave the 


‘stump of the tree-roots; thy king- 


dom shall remain for thee, after thou 
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en 


shalt have recognized that the heav- 
ens rule. 27 Wherefore, O king, let 
my counsel be acceptable to thee, 
and: displace thy sins by righteous- 
ness, and thine iniquities by showing 
mercy to the poor; if haply there 
may be an extension of thy prosper- 
ity. : 

28 All this came upon King Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 2° At the end of twelve 
months he was walking upon the 
royal palace of Babylon. *° The 
king began and said, Is not this great 
Babylon, which I have built for the 
royal residence, by the might of my 
power and for the glory of my ma- 
jesty? 3! While the word was in the 
king’s mouth, there fell a voice from 
heaven: O king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
thee it is spoken: the kingdom is 
taken from thee. 32 And they shall 
thrust thee out from men and thy 
sojourn shall be with the beasts of 
the field; thou shalt be made to eat 
grass as oxen, and seven times shall 
pass over thee; until thou recognize 
that the Most High rules in the king- 
dom of men, and to whomsoever he 
will he gives it. %% At that moment 
was the word fulfilled upon Nebu- 
chadnezzar: and from men he was 
thrust out, and he ate grass as oxen, 
and his body was moistened with the 
dew of heaven, till his hair was 
grown like eagles’ [feathers], and 
his nails like birds’ [claws]. #4 And at 
the end of the time I Nebuchadnez- 
zar lifted up mine eyes to heaven, 
and mine understanding returned to 
me, and I blessed the Most High, 
and I praised and honored him that 
lives forever: for his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, and his king- 
dem from generation to generation; 
33 and all the inhabitants of the earth 
are ‘accounted as nothing: yea, he 
does as he will in the army of heaven, 
and among the inhabitants of the 
earth: and none can stay his hand, 


or say to him, What doest thou? 


36 At that moment mine understand- 
ing returned to me; and for the 
glory of my kingdom, my majesty 
and splendor returned to me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought 
me; and I was established in my 
kingdom, and greater power was 
added to me. 8? Now I, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, praise and extol and honor 
the King of heaven; for all his 
works are truth, and his ways right: 
and those that walk in pride he is 
able to abase. 


CHAPTER V 


1 Belshazzar the king made a great 
feast for a thousand of his lords, and 
was drinking wine in the presence of 
the thousand. 2 Belshazzar, as he 
tasted the wine, gave command to 
bring the golden and silver vessels 
which Nebuchadnezzar his father 
had taken out of the temple which 
was in Jerusalem; that the king and 
his lords, his wives and his concu- 
bines, might drink with them. * Then 
they brought the golden vessels that 
were taken out of the temple of the 
house of God which was in Jeru- 
salem; and the king and his lords, 
his wives and his concubines, drank 
out of them. * They drank wine, 
and praised the gods of gold, and of 
silver, of bronze, of iron, of wood, 
and of stone. ° At that moment ap- 
peared the fingers of a man’s hand, 
and wrote opposite the candlestick 
upon the plaster of the wall of the 
king’s palace: and the king saw an 
outline of the hand that wrote. 
6Then the king’s splendor was 
changed in him, and his thoughts 
terrified him; and the joints of his 
loins were loosed. and his knees 
smote one against another. 7 The 
king cried aloud to bring in the en- 
chanters, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers, The king began and

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said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this. writing, 
and show me its interpretation, shall 
be clothed with purple, and have a 
chain of gold about his neck, and 
shall rule as one of three in the king- 
dom. *Then came in all the king’s 
wise men: but they could not read 
the writing, nor make known to 
the king the interpretation. ° Then 
was king Belshazzar greatly terrified, 
and his countenance was changed in 
him, and his lords were perplexed. 
*“ [Now] the queen-mother by rea- 
son of the words of the king and his 
lords came into the banquet-hall: 
the queen began and said, O king, 
live forever; let not thy thoughts 
terrify thee, nor let thy countenance 
be changed: “there is a man in thy 
kingdom, in whom is the spirit of 
the holy gods; and in the days of 
thy father light and understanding 
and wisdom, like the wisdom of the 
gods, were found in him: and king 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father, O king, 
{I say] thy father, made him chief 
of the scribes, enchanters, Chaldeans, 
and soothsayers; “because an excel- 
lent spirit, and knowledge, and un- 
derstanding, interpreting of dreams, 
and explaining the riddles, and loos- 
ing of spells, were found in the same 
Daniel, whom the king named Bel- 
teshazzar. Now let Daniel be called, 
and he will declare the interpretation. 

“Then Daniel was brought in be- 
fore the king. The king began and 
said to Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Judah, whom the king my 
father brought out of Judah? “I 
have heard of thee, that the spirit of 
the gods is in thee, and that light 
and understanding and excellent 
wisdom are found in thee. ™ And 
now the wise men, the enchanters, 
have been brought before me, that 
they should read this writing, and 
make known to me its interpretation:

but they could not show the inter- 
pretation of the thing. “ But I have 
heard of thee, that thou canst give 
interpretations, and loose spells: now 
if thou canst read the writing, and 
make known to me its interpreta- 
tion, with purple thou shalt be 
clothed and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt rule as one 
of three in the kingdom. ™ Then 
Daniel answered and said before the 
king, Let thy gifts remain thine, and 
give thy rewards to another; never- 
theless I will read the writing for the 
king and make known to him the in- 
terpretation. “QO thou king, the 
Most High gave Nebuchadnezzar thy 
father the kingdom, and greatness, 
and glory, and majesty: “and _ be- 
cause of the greatness that he gave 
him, all the peoples, nations, and 
tongues trembled and feared before 
him; whom he would. he killed, and 
whom he would he preserved. alive; 
and whom he would he exalted, and 
whom he would he abased. *® But _ 
when his heart was lifted up, and his 
spirit was hardened to deal proudly, 
he was deposed from his_ royal 
throne, and they took his honor 
from him: “and he was thrust out 
from the sons of men; and his un- 
derstanding was put on the same 
plane with the beasts, and his dwell- 
ing was with the wild asses; he was 
fed grass like oxen, and his body was 
moistened with the dew of heaven: 
until he recognized that the Most 
High God rules in the kingdom of 
men, and that whomsoever he will 
he sets up over it. ™And thou his 
son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled 
thy heart, though thou knewest all 
this; “but hast lifted up thyself 
against the Lord of heaven; and 
they have brought the vessels of his 
house before thee, and thou and thy 
lords, thy wives and thy concubines, 
have drunk out of them; and the 
gods of silver, and gold, of bronze, 
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iron, wood, and stone, which see not, 
nor hear, nor understand, thou hast 
praised: but the God in whose hand 
thy..breath. is, and whose are all thy 
ways, hast thou not glorified... * Then 
the outline of the hand disappeared 
from. before him, and this writing 
was inscribed. ™”And this is the 
writing. which was inscribed, Num- 
- bered, weighed, and divisions. ™ This 
is the interpretation of the thing: 
Numbered; God has numbered thy 
kingdom, and brought it to an end. 
* Weighed; thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 
* Divided; thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Per- 
sians. ™ Then Belshazzar gave com- 
mand and they clothed Daniel with 
purple, and put a.chain of gold about 
his neck, and they issued a proclama- 
tion concerning him, that he should 
rule as one of three in the kingdom. 
” On that night Belshazzar the Chal- 
dean king was slain. 

_®™ And Darius the Mede received the 
kingdom, being about ‘sixty-two years 
old. 

. CHAPTER VI 


*It pleased Darius to set over 
the kingdom a hundred and twenty 
satraps, who should be throughout 
the whole kingdom; “*and_ over 
them three royal ministers, of 
whom Daniel was one; that these 
satraps might give account to them, 
and that the king should suffer 
no evil. *Then this Daniel was dis- 
tinguished above the royal minis- 
ters and the satraps because an ex- 
cellent spirit was in him; and the 
king thought to set him over the 
whole realm. * Then the royal min- 
isters and the satraps sought to find 
a pretext against Daniel as touching 
the kingdom; but they could find no 
pretext nor fault; because he was 
faithful, neither was there any error 
or fault found in him. °* Then said 
these men, We shall not find any 
pretext against this Daniel, except 


we find it against him touching the 
law of his God. ° Then these royal 
ministers and satraps came tumultu- 
ously together to the king, and said 





thus to him, King Darius, live for- 


ever. ‘All the royal ministers of 
the kingdom, the deputies and the 
satraps, the counsellors and the gov- 
ernors, have consulted together that 
the king should establish a statute, 
and make a strong interdict, that 
whosoever shall make a petition of 
any god or man for thirty days, 
except of thee, O king, shall be 
thrown into the lions’ pit. “Now, O 
king, establish the interdict, and put 
it in writing, that it be not changed, 
according to the unalterable law of 
the Medes and Persians. ° Now 
king Darius drew up the interdict in 
writing. ~ And when Daniel learned 
that the document had been drawn 
up, he went to his house; (now he 
had in his upper chamber windows 
opened toward Jerusalem) ; and three 
times a day he knelt upon his knees, 
and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he had been accus- 
tomed to do. “Then these men 
came tumultuously together, and found 
Daniel making petition and supplica- 
tion before his God. ™Then they 
came near, and spoke before the 
king concerning the king’s interdict; 
Hast thou not drawn up an interdict, 
that every man that shall make peti- 
tion of any god or man within thirty 
days, except of thee, O king, shall 
be thrown into the lions’ pit? The 
king answered and said, The thing 
is fixed, according to the unalter- 
able law of the Medes and Persians. 
“Then they answered and said be- 
fore the king, Daniel, who is of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, 
regards not thee, O king, nor the 
interdict that thou hast drawn up, 
but three times a day makes his peti- 
tion. “Then the king, when he 
heard the report, was greatly grieved, 
and set his heart on Daniel to rescue 
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him: and until sundown he was 
bestirring himself to rescue him. 
“Then these men came tumultuously 
together to the king, and said to 
the king, Know, O king, that it is 
a law of the Medes and Persians, 
that no interdict nor statute which 
the king establishes may be changed. 
“Then the king gave command,. and 
they brought Daniel, and threw him 
into the lions’ pit. [Now] the king 
began and said to Daniel, May thy 
God whom thou servest continually, 
rescue thee. “And a_ stone was 
brought, and laid upon the opening 
of the pit; and the king sealed it 
with his own seal-ring, and with the 
seal-ring of his lords; that nothing 
might be changed concerning Daniel. 


18The king went [back] to his 
palace, and passed the night in fast- 
ing: neither were instruments of 
music brought before him: and his 
sleep left him. 

19Then the king arose at early 
dawn, and went hurriedly to the 
lions’ pit. 2° And when he came near 
the pit, with a sorrowful voice he 
cried to Daniel: the king began and 
said to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of 
the living God, is thy God, whom 
thou servest continually, able to res- 
cue thee from the lions? 2! Then 
said Daniel to the king, O king, live 
forever. ?? My God has sent his 
angel, and has shut the lions’ mouths, 
and they have not harmed me: be- 
cause before him integrity was found 
in me; and also before thee, O king, 
I have committed no offense. 
23'Then the king was exceeding glad, 
and gave command to draw Daniel 
up out of the pit. So Daniel was 
drawn up out of the pit, and no man- 
ner of injurv was found upon him, 
because he had trusted in his God. 
24 And the king gave command and 
they brought those men who had 
slandered Daniel, and they threw

them into the lions’ pit, them, their 
children, and their wives; and they 
did not reach the bottom of the pit 
before the lions had. overpowered 
them, and broken all their bones in 
pieces. 

°° Then king Darius wrote: to all 
peoples, nations, and tongues, that 
dwell in all the earth; Peace be: mul- 
tiplied to you. 26] make a decree, 
that in all the dominion of my king- 
dom men tremble and fear before 
the God of Daniel: for he is the liv- 
ing and everlasting God, and ‘his 
kingdom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed, and his dominion’ shall be 
even to the end: ?*he delivers and 
rescues, and he works signs and won- 
ders in heaven and on earth; who 
has delivered Daniel from the power 
of the lions. 78 So this Daniel pros- 
pered in the reign of Darius, and in 
the reign of Cyrus the Persian, 


CHAPTER VII 


1In the first year of Belshazzar 
king of Babylon Daniel saw a dream 
and visions of his head upon his bed: 
then he wrote the dream and re- 
ported the chief things. ? Daniel 
began and said, I saw in my vision 
by night, and, lo, the four winds of 
the heaven were breaking out upon 
the great sea. 3 And four great 
beasts came up from the sea, each 
differing from the other. 4 The first 
was like a lion, and had _ eagle’s 
wings: I looked until its wings were 
plucked, and it was lifted up from 
the ground, and made to stand upon 
two feet as a man, and a man’s 
heart was given to it. 5 And lo, an- 
other beast, a second, like a bear, 
and it was raised up on one side, and 
three ribs were in his mouth be- 
tween his teeth: and they said thus 
to it, Arise, devour much _ flesh. 
® After this I looked, and lo, another 
like a leopard, which had upon its

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back four wings of a fowl; the beast 
had also four heads; and dominion 
was given to it. 7 After this I saw 
in the night visions, and lo, a fourth 
beast, terrible and dreadful, and 
exceedingly strong; and it had great 
iron teeth: it devoured and crushed 
and stamped the rest with his feet: 
and it was different from all the 
beasts that were before it; and it 
had ten horns. * As I was consider- 
ing the horns, then lo, another horn, 
a little one, came up among them, 
before which three of the first horns 
were plucked up by the roots: and 
lo, eyes like the eyes of a man were 
in this horn, and a mouth speaking 
great things. 

®T looked until thrones were set, 
and one ancient of days did sit: his 
raiment was white as snow, and the 
hair of his head like spotless wool; 
his throne was fiery flame, its wheels 
flaming fire. 4°A fiery stream was 
advancing and pouring forth before 
him: thousand thousands minis- 
tered to him, and myriads of myriads 
stood before him: the courts of jus- 
tice held session, and the books were 
opened. 1! J] looked at that time be- 
cause of the voice of the great words 
which the horn spoke; I looked even 
until the beast was slain, and his 
body destroyed, and he was given to 
the burning fire. 1!2And as for the 
rest of the beasts, their dominion 
was taken away: yet their lives were 
prolonged for a season and a time. 
137 saw in the night visions, and io, 
with the clouds of heaven there 


came one like a son of man, and he: 


came even to the ancient of days 
and they brought him near before 
him. 44And there was given him 
dominion, and honor, and a kingdom, 
that all the peoples, nations, and 
tongues should serve him: his domin- 
ion is an everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and. his kingdom 
shall not be destroyed. 


% As for me, Daniel, my spirit 
was grieved in its sheath, and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 18] 
came near one of them that stood 
by, and asked him the true [mean- 
ing] of all this. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation of 
the things. 4° These great beasts, 
which are four, are four kings, who 
shall arise out of the earth. 18 But 
the saints of the Most High shall re- 
ceive the kingdom, and possess the 
kingdom forever, even forever and 
ever. 1° Then I desired to have cer- 
tain knowledge concerning the 
fourth beast, which was different 
from all of them, exceedingly terri- 
ble, whose teeth were of iron, and 
his claws of bronze; which devoured, 
crushed in pieces, and stamped the 
rest with his feet; 2° and concerning - 
the ten horns that were on his head, 
and the other [horn] which came 
up, and before which three fell; even 
that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spoke great things, whose ap- 
pearance was greater than his fel- 
lows. 7! I looked, and this horn made 
war with the saints, and prevailed 
over them; 72 until the ancient of 
days came, and justice was done for 
the saints of the Most High; .and 
the time came that the saints pos- 
sessed the kingdom. 73 Thus he 
said, The fourth beast—a fourth 
kingdom shall be upon earth, which 
shall differ from all the kingdoms, 
and shall devour the whole earth, 
and shall trample down, and break it 
in pieces. And the ten horns— 
out of this kingdom shall ten kings 
arise; and another shall arise after 
them; and he shall differ from the 
former, and he shall put down three 
kings. 75 And he shall speak words 
against the Most High, and_ shall 
afflict the saints of the Most High: 
and he shall think to change the sea- 
sons and the law; and they shall be 
given into his hand for a time and

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times and half a time. 76 But the 
courts of justice shall sit, and they 
shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it to the end. 
27 And the kingdom and the domin- 
ion, and the greatness of the king- 
doms under the whole heaven, shall 
be given to the people of the saints 
of the Most High: his kingdom is 
an everlasting kingdom, and all do- 
minions shall serve and obey him. 
28 So far is the end of the matter. 
As for me, Daniel, my thoughts ex- 
ceedingly troubled me, and my coun- 
tenance was changed in me: but I 
kept the matter in my heart. 


CHAPTER VIII 


1Jn the third year of the reign of 
king Belshazzar a vision appeared to 
me, even to me Daniel after that 
which appeared to me at the first. 
2 And I saw in the vision—now it 
was so, that when I saw, I was in 
Shushan the fortress, which is in 
the province of Elam—and I saw in 
the vision, and I was by the river 
Ulai. * Then I lifted up mine eyes, 
and saw, and lo, a ram was standing 
opposite the river, and he had two 
horns; and the two horns were high; 
and one was higher than the other, 
and the higher came up last. 4I 
saw the ram pushing westward, and 
northward, and southward; and no 
beasts could stand before him, 
neither was there any who could de- 
liver out of his power; but he did 
as he chose, and magnified himself. 
5 And as I was observing, lo, a he- 
goat came from the west over the 
face of the whole earth, without 
touching the ground: and the goat 
had a conspicuous horn between his 
eyes. ® And he came to the ram that 
had the two horns, which I saw 
standing opposite the river, and ran 
upon him in the fury of his strength.

7And I saw him come close to the 
ram, and he was. enraged against; 
him, and struck the ram, and broke 
his two horns; and there was no. 
strength in the ram to stand before 
him: but he knocked him to .the 
ground, and trampled upon him; and 
no one could rescue the ram. from 
his power. ® And the he-goat mag- 
nified himself exceedingly: and when: 
he became mighty the great .horn; 
was broken; and there came up an, 
appearance of four [horns] instead 
of it toward the four. winds. of 
heaven. ®And out of one of them 
came a little horn, which grew ex- 
ceeding great, toward the south, and. 
toward the east, and toward the 
glorious [land]. 1®And it: became 
great, even to the host of heaven; 
and some of the host and of the stars 
it cast down to the ground, and 
trampled upon them. 1! Yea, even 
to the prince of the host it magnified 
itself, and it took away from him, 
the continual [burnt offering] and. 
the place of his sanctuary was over- 
thrown. 7? And a host was given up 
together with the vain daily sacri- 
fice; and truth was cast to the 
ground; and he did it, and pros- 
pered therein. 7° Then I heard: a 
holy one speaking; and another holy 
one said to that certain one which 
spoke, How long shall be the vision 
[concerning] the continual [burnt 
offering] and the desolating trans- 
gression—the treading under foot of 
both the sanctuary and the host? 
14 And he said to him, Until two 
thousand and three hundred even-. 
ings [and] mornings; then shall the 
sanctuary be restored to its right. 


15 And it came to pass, when I,’ 
even I Daniel, had seen the vision, 
that I sought to understand it; and 
lo, one was standing before me like 
the appearance of a man. 76And I

And 
the rough he-goat is the king of 
Greece: and the great horn that is 
between his eyes is the first king. 
22And as for the broken horn, in 
the place of which four arose—four 
kingdoms shall arise out of the na- 
tion, (but not with his power). 
23 And in the end of their kingdom, 
when the sinners fill up their meas- 
ure, a king of fierce countenance, 
and skillful in wiles, shall arise. 
24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power; and he 
shall cause wonderful havoc, and 
shall prosper in his acts; and he 
shall destroy the mighty ones and 
the holy people. 7° And through his 
cunning he shall cause fraud to 
prosper in his hand; and he shall be 
great in his own heart, and in 
[their] security shall he destroy 
many: he shall also stand up against 
the prince of princes; but he shall 
be broken without [man’s] hand. 
28 And the vision of the evenings and

CHARTER. TX 


1In the first year of Darius the 
son of Ahasuerus, of the seed of the 
Medes, who was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; in the first 
year of his reign, I Daniel under- 
stood by the scriptures the number 
of the years, whereof the word of 
Jehovah came to Jeremiah the 
prophet, for the accomplishing of the 
desolations of Jerusalem, even 
seventy years. ® And I set my face 
to the Lord God, to seek prayer and 
supplications, with fasting, and sack- 
cloth, and ashes. * And I prayed to 
Jehovah my God, and made confes- 
sion, and said, O Lord, the great and 
dreadful God, who keeps covenant 
and loving-kindness with them that 
love him and keep his command- 
ments; 5 we have sinned, and have 
dealt perversely, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even turning 
aside from thy precepts and from thy 
judgments: neither have we heard 
thy servants the prophets, who spoke 
in thy name to our kings, our prin- 
ces, and our fathers, and to all the 
people of the land. 7O Lord, right- 
eousnesss belongs to thee, but to us 
shamefacedness, as at this day; to 
the men of Judah, and to the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, and to all

20 And while I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre- 
senting my supplication before Jeho- 
vah my God; 74 yea, while I was 
speaking in prayer, the man Gabriel, 
whom I had seen in the vision pre- 
viously, when I was greatly ex- 
hausted, came near me about-the 
time of the evening offering. ?? And 
he instructed me, and talked with 
me, and said, O Daniel, I am now 
come to teach thee understanding. 
23 At the beginning of thy supplica- 
tions a word went out, and I am 
come to tell it thee, for thou art 
greatly beloved; therefore heed the 
word, and give heed to the vision. 
24 Seventy weeks are decreed upon 
thy people and upon. thy holy city, © 
to make an end of transgression, and 
to abolish sins, and to atone for 
guilt, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to confirm vision 
and prophet, and to anoint the most 
holy thing. *®° And so thou art to 
know and understand that from the 
issuing of the command to restore 
and to build Jerusalem to the 
anointed one, the prince, shall be 
seven weeks; and for sixty-two | 
weeks, it [Jerusalem] shall be built 
again, with open square and aque- 
duct, even in troublous times. 
26 And after the sixty-two weeks shall 
the anointed one be cut off, and shall | 
have no one [belonging to him]: 
and the people of the prince that 
shall come shall destroy the city and 
the sanctuary; and his [the invad- 
er’s] end shall come with a flood, 
and even to the end shall be war 
[and] a sentence of desolations. 


Some authorities, with public places and streets, 
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27 And he shall make a firm covenant 
with many for one week: and for the 
half of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease; 
and upon the wing of abominations 
[shall come] a desolator; and even 
to the completion of the sentence

CHAPTER X 


17n the third year of Cyrus king 
of Persia a word was revealed to 
Daniel, whose name was called 
Belteshazzar; and the word was 
true, even [betokening] a great dis- 
tress: and he regarded the word, and 
had regard to the vision. ?In 
those days I, Daniel, was mourning 
three full weeks. *I ate no dainty 
bread, neither came flesh nor wine 
into my mouth, neither did I anoint 
myself at all, till three full weeks 
were passed. *And in the twenty- 
fourth day of the first month, as I 
was by the side of the great river, 
that is the Tigris, >I lifted up mine 
eyes, and looked, and lo, a man 
clothed in linen, whose loins were 
girded with pure gold of Uphaz: ¢ his 
body also was like topaz, and his 
face as the appearance of lightning, 
and his eyes as lamps of fire, and his 
arms and his feet like the appearance 
of burnished bronze, and the sound 
of his words like the sound of a 
tumult. 7 And I, Daniel, alone saw 
the vision: for the men that were 
with me saw not the vision; but a 
great quaking fell upon them, and 
they fled to hide themselves. ®So I 
was left alone, and saw this great 
vision, and there remained no 
strength in me: for my comeliness 
was turned upon me into distortion, 
and I retained no strength. ® Yet I 
heard the sound of his words: and 
when I heard the sound of his words, 
then was I fallen into a deep sleep

future. 25 And when he had spoken 
to me according to these words, I 
turned my face to the ground, and 
was dumb. 1%And, lo, one like the 
sons of men touched my lips: then [ 
opened my mouth, and spoke and 
said to him that stood before me, O 
iny lord, by reason of the vision my 
sorrows have come upon me, and [I 
retain no strength. 47 For how can 
the servant of this my lord talk with 
this my lord? for as for me, hence- 
forth no strength remains in me, nor 
is» there: breath Jeft'in me. +*:Then 
there touched me again one with the 
appearance of a man, and _ he 
strengthened me. 19 And he said, O 
man greatly beloved, fear not: peace 
be to thee, be strong, yea, be strong. 
And when he spoke to me, I was 
strengthened, and said, Let my lord 
speak; for thou hast strengthened 
me. 2° Then said he, Dost thou 
know why I am come to thee? and 
now I will return to fight with the

CHAPTER: X1 

1 And as for me, in the first year of 
Darius the Mede, I stood up to con- 
firm and strengthen him, 

2And now I will shew thee the 
truth. Behold, three kings shall 
arise in Persia; and the fourth shall 
be far richer than they all: and when 
he is become strong through his 
riches, he shall stir up all against 
the realm of Greece. ? And a mighty 
king shall arise, who shall rule with 
great dominion, and do as he will. 
* And when he shall arise, his king- 
dom shall be broken, and shall be 
divided toward the four winds of 
heaven; but not for his posterity, 
nor according to his might where- 
with he ruled; for his kingdom shall 
be overthrown, and [shall belong] to 
others besides these. 

* And the king of the south shall 
be strong, and [one] of his princes 
shall be stronger than he, and have 
dominion,—his dominion shall be a 
great dominion. 

S$ And after years they shall form 
an alliance; and the daughter of the 
king of the south shall come to the 
king of the north to confirm an 
agreement: but she shall not retain 
the power of support; neither shall 
he endure, nor his support; but she 
shall be given up, also they that 
brought her [as a bride], and her 
father and her helpers in those times. 
“But an off-shoot from her roots 
shall arise instead of him, who shall 
come to the army, and shall enter 


into the fortress of the king of the 


north, and shall act against them, 
and shall prevail: 8%and also their 


gods, with their molten images, 
[and] with their costly things of. sil- 
ver and of gold, shall he carry cap- 
tive into Egypt; and for some years 
will he refrain from [attacking] the 
king of the north. ® And. he ‘shail 
come into the realm of the king of 
the south, but he shall return into 
his own land. 1° And his sons shall 
arouse themselves, and shall assein- 
ble a multitude of great forces, and 
it shall come on, and sweep away 
[everything], and overflow ° [the 
land]; and it shall return [again] 
and carry on war, even to his for- 
tress. 1% And the king of the south 
shall be enraged, and shail come out 
and fight with him, even with the 
king of the north: and he shall raise 
a great multitude, and the multitude 
shall be given into his hand. 12 And 
the multitude shall be swept away, 
and his heart shall be exalted: and 
he shall overthrow myriads, but he 
shall not show himself mighty. 


13 And the king of the north shall re- . 
turn, and shall raise a multitude 
greater than the former; and he 
shall come on at the end of some 
years, with a great army and with 
immense substance. 14 And in those 
times there shall many arise against 
the king of the south: also the chil- 
dren of the violent among thy people 
shall lift themselves up to fulfill 
prophecy; but they shall fall. 45So 
the king of the north shall come, and 
throw up an embankment, and take 
a well-fortified city; and the arms of 
the south shall not withstand, 
neither his chosen people, neither | 
shall there be any strength to with- | 
stand. 1®But he that is coming 
against him shall do as he will, and | 
no one shall stand before him: and 
he shall stand in the glorious land, 
and in his hand shall be destruction.’ 
17 And he shall set his face to come 
with the strength of his whole king- |

20 Then shall arise in his place one 
that shall cause an exactor to pass 
through the glory of the kingdom: 
but within few days he shall be brok- 
en, neither in anger, nor in battle. 
2t And in his place shall arise a con- 
temptible person, upon whom they 
had not conferred royal honour: 
but he shall come in unawares, and 
shall take the kingdom by flatteries. 
22 And with the arms of a flood shall 
they be swept away from before 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also 
the prince of the covenant. ?%And 
after the league made with him he 
shall work deceitfully: for he shall 
come up, and shall become strong, 
with a small people. 2 Even upon 
the fattest places of the province 
shall he come, and he shall do what 
nis fathers have not done, nor his 
fathers’ fathers; he shall scatter 
among them prey, and spoil, and 
substance: yea, against the ‘strong- 
holds he shall devise ‘his devices, 
even for a time. 75 And he shall stir 
up his power and his courage against 
the king of the south with a great 
army; and the king of the south shall 
go to battle with an exceeding great 
and mighty army: but he shall not 
stand, for they shall: devise devices 
against him. 26 Yea, his messmates 
shall destroy him, and his army shall 
flow away: and many shall fall down 
slain. ?7 And as for both these kings, 
their hearts are bent on mischief, 
and they shall speak lies at one 


table: and it shall not avail; for yet 
the time of the end is fixed. 28 Then 
shall he return to his land with great 
substance, with his heart [set] 
against’ the holy covenant; and he 
shall act, and return to his own land. 

79 At the appointed time he shall 


‘return, and enter the south; but it 


shall not be in the latter time as it 
was in the former. *%°For there 
shall come. against him ships from 
Cyprus: therefore he shall be grieved. 
and shall return, and be indignant 
against the holy covenant, and shall 
do [his pleasure]: he shall even re- 
turn, and have regard to them that 
forsake the holy covenant. 31 And 
forces shall prevail, and they shall 
desecrate the fortified sanctuary, and 
shall abolish the daily offering, and 
set up the horrible abomination. 
82 And they that outrage the cove- 
nant shall he make apostates by flat- 
teries: but the people that know 
their God shall be strong, and pre- 
vail. #8 And the wise among the 
people shall instruct the many: yet 
they shall fall by the sword and by 
flame, by captivity and by spoil, 
[many] days. °* Now when they are 
falling, they shall be helped with 
little help: but many shall join 
themselves to them with flatteries. 
85 And [when] some of the wise shall 
fall, [it shall be] to refine them, and, 
to cleanse, and to make white, until 
the time of the end: because it is yet 
for. the time appointed. °¢ And the 
king shall do as he will; and he shall 
exalt and magnify himself above 
every god, and shall speak unheard- 
of things against the God of gods: 
and he shall prosper till the indigna- 
tion is passed; for that which is de- 
creed shall be done. 8? Neither shall 
he regard the gods of his fathers, 
nor the desire of women, nor regard 
any good: for he shall magnify him- 
self above all. 38 But in his place 
shall he honour the god of for- 
tresses: and a god whom his fathers 
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knew not shall he honour with gold, 
and silver, and with precious stones, 
and costly things. 3® And he shall 
procure for the strong fortresses the 
people of a strange god; whosoever 
acknowledges [him] he will increase 
with glory: and he shall cause them 
to rule over many, and the land he 
shall apportion for gain. 4° And at 
the time of the end shall the king 
of the south contend with him: and 
the king of the north shall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and 
with many ships; and he shall enter 
into the countries, and shall flood 
and ‘overflow them.

The New Testament in this volitme is the Bible Union version, fourth 
edition. 

'The American Bible Union published a Revised version of‘ the ‘New 
Testament, in three small Volumes, in 1862, 1863, and 1864 respectively, and 
the whole in one voltime in the last named year.’ Some questions having 
been left unsettled, a second revision, so denominated on the title-page, was 


_ issued in'1865. This is the well- known, widely used, and highly commended

“Bible Union ‘New’ Testament.” “Both editions were prepared by’ a final 
committee, consisting of thosé able and devout scholars, Thomas, Je Conant, 
D. D., Horatio B. Hackett, D. D., and Asahel C. Kendrick, D. D. 
Probably the greater part of the actual work was done by Doctor Conant, 
but in consultation with his associates. This version had a world-wide 
influence in promoting and enriching other revisions, especially the Anglo- 
American or Canterbury. After some years, a third revision was projected, 
with a view of attaining as nearly as possible to perfection, especially in the 
matter of English expression; but this project was not carried out, owing 
to unfavorable circumstances, until after the Saratoga Bible Convention 
of 1883. The American Baptist Publication Society then proceeded to 
arrange for the prosecution of the work on the Old Testament; and ap- 
pointed Alvah Hovey, D. D., John A. Broadus, D. D., and Henry G. 
Weston, D. D., to prepare an improved edition of the Revised New Tes- 
tament. This was issued in 1891, and has been pronounced by competent 
judges the best version of the New Testament existent in our language.

To meet different views as to the transference or translation of “ bap- 
tizein” the “Improved Edition” was issued in two forms, one using the 
word “immerse,” and the other “baptize.” It has been deemed inex- 


_pedient to follow this plan in publishing the whole Bible in two forms. 


Therefore, wherever these words occur, as descriptive of baptism, the com-

monly used Anglicized form “ baptize,” etc., is given, followed by the exact 
translation in parentheses (“immerse’’). Both forms are to be regarded 
as parts of the text of this version, and either or both may be used. 

The sacred writers used the current style of the languages in which they 
wrote. A version filled with archaic forms and obsolete or obsolescent 
words, may be deemed to exhibit a “sacred style,’ but it misrepresents the 
manner of the inspired penmen, King James’s version, with all its great 
excellencies, is in its style in marked contrast with present usage. It is the 
aim of the Improved Edition, while seeking to avoid undignified or newly 
coined words and phrases, to give the word of God in intelligible and current 
English. It is believed that, on account of this feature, the word.of life in 
this version will come home to the heart and mind of the reader with 
increased force and a more impressive reality.

*Jesus says to her, Woman, what 
have I to do with thee? My hour 
has not yet come. ° His mother says 
to the servants, Whatever he says to 
you, do. ® Now there were set there 
six stone water-jars, after the Jews’ 
custom of purifying, containing two 
or three firkins apiece. * Jesus says 
to them, Fill the water-jars with 
water. And they filled them up to 
the brim. *®And he says to them, 
Draw now, and carry to the ruler of 
the feast. And they carried it. 
® When the ruler of the feast tasted 
the water that was made wine (and 
he knew not whence it was, but the 
servants who had drawn the water 
knew), the ruler of the feast calls the 
bridegroom, }°and says to him, Ev- 
ery man puts on the good wine first; 
and when they have drunk freely, 
then that which is worse. Thou hast 
kept the good wine until now. 
11This beginning of his signs Jesus 
wrought in Cana of Galilee, and 
manifested his glory, and his disci- 
ples believed on him. 

12 After this he went down to Ca- 
pernaum, he, and his mother, and his 
brothers, and his disciples; and they 
abode there not many days. 

13 And the passover of the Jews 
was near; and Jesus went up to Je-

bles; *®and to those who sold doves 
he said, Take these things hence;

17 His disciples re- 
membered that it is written, Zeal for

18The Jews therefore answered 
and said to him, What sign dost thou 
show to us, seeing that thou doest 
these things? 19 Jesus answered and 
said to them, Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it up., 
20 Then the Jews said, Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou raise it up in three days? 
21 But he was speaking about the tem- 
ple of his body. ?? When therefore 
he was risen from the dead, his dis- 
ciples remembered that he. said this; 
and they believed the Scripture, and 
the word which Jesus spoke. 

23 And when he was in Jerusalem 
at the passover, during the feast, 
many believed on his name, beholding 
his signs which he did. 74 But Jesus 
did not trust himself to them, because 
he knew all men, 72> and had no need 
that any one should testify concern- 
ing man; for he himself knew what 
was in man. 


CHAPTER III 


1 But there was a man of the Phar- 
isees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews. ? This man came to him 
by night, and said to him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou hast come from 
God as a teacher; for no one can do 
these signs which thou art doing, un-

10 Jesus answered and said to him, Art 
thou the teacher of Israel, and dost 
not understand these things? 3! Ver- 
ily, verily, I say to thee, we speak 
that which we know, and testify that 
which we have seen; and ye receive 
not our testimony. 3*If I told you 
the earthly things, and ye believe 
not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you 
the heavenly things? +43 And no one 
has ascended into heaven, but he who 
descended out of heaven, the Son 
of man who is in heaven. 34 And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, so must the Son of man 
be lifted up; #*that every one who 
believes in him may have eternal 
life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only-begotten son, that 
every one who believes on him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 17 For God sent not his Son

34 For 
he whom God sent speaks the words 
of God; for he gives not the Spirit 
by measure [to him]. *° The Father 
loves the Son, and has_ given all 
things into his hand. °* He that be- 
lieves on the Son has eternal life; 
but he that disbelieves the Son shall 
not see life, but the wrath of God 
abides on him. 


CHAPTER IV 


1 When therefore the Lord knew 
that the Pharisees heard, that Jesus 
is making and baptizing (immersing) 
more. disciples than John—? although 
Jesus himself was not baptizing (im- 
mersing), but his disciples—* he left 
Judea, and departed again into Gal- 
ilee. *And hé must needs go 
through Samaria. ® He comes there- 
fore to a city of Samaria, called Sy- 
char, near to the piece of land that 
Jacob gave to his son Joseph. * And 
Jacob’s well was there. Jesus there- 
fore, being wearied with the journey, 
sat thus at the well. It was about the 
sixth hour. 

7 There comes a 
maria to draw water. Jesus says to 
her, Give me to drink. 8 For his dis- 
ciples had gone away into the city to 
buy food. ®The Samaritan woman 
therefore says to him, How is it that 
thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
who am a Samaritan woman? For 
Jews do not associate with Samari- 
tans. 1° Jesus answered and said to 
her, If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that says to thee, Give 
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me to drink, thou wouldst have asked 
of him, and he would have given thee 
living water. The woman says to 
him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
with, and the well is deep. Whence 
then hast thou the living water? 
** Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, who gave us the well, and 
drank of it himself, and his sons, and 
his cattle? Jesus answered and 
said to her, Every one who drinks of 
this water will thirst again. 1+ But 
whoever drinks of the water that I 
will give him will never thirst; but 
the water that I will give him will 
become in him a well of water, 
springing up into eternal life. 1° The 
woman says to him, Sir, give me this 
water, that I may not thirst, nor 
come all the way hither to draw. 
“6 Jesus says to her, Go, call thy hus- 
band, and come hither. 17 The 
woman answered and said, I have no 
husband. Jesus says to her, Thou 
saidst well,-I have no husband. 18 For 
thou hast had five husbands; and he 
whom thou now hast is not thy hus- 
band. This thou hast said truly. 
©The woman says to him, Sir, I 
perceive that thou art a prophet. 
20Qur fathers worshiped in this 
mountain; and ye say, that in Jeru- 
salem is the place where men ought 
to worship. *1 Jesus says to her, 
Woman, believe me, an hour is com- 
ing, when ye will neither in this 
mountain nor in Jerusalem worship 
the Father. 7? Ye worship that which 
ye know not; we worship that which 
we know; because salvation is from 
the Jews. 7% But an hour is coming, 
and now is, when the true worshipers 
will worship the Father in spirit and 
truth; for such the Father also seeks 
to be his worshipers. ?*God is 
spirit; and they that worship him, 
must worship in spirit and truth. 
25 The woman says to him, I know 


also called Shechem. 
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that Messiah comes (who is called 
Christ); when he has come, he will 
tell us all things. °°Jesus says to 
her, I that am talking to thee am he. 

27 And upon this came his disciples; 
and they wondered that he was talk- 
ing with a woman. Yet no one said, 
What seekest thou? or, Why talkest 
thou with her? #8 The woman then 
left her water-jar, and went away 
into the city; and she says to the 
men, 22 Come, see a man who told 
me all things that ever I did. Is 
this the Christ? 8° Then they went 
out of the city, and were coming to 
him. 31In the meantime the disci- 
ples besought him, saying, Rabbi, eat. 
82 But he said to them, I have food 
to eat that ye know not of. °% The 
disciples therefore said one to an- 
other, Has any one brought him any- 
thing to eat? °4 Jesus says to them, 
My food is to do the will of him who 
sent me, and to complete his work. 
85 Do ye not say, that there are yet 
four months, and then comes the har- 
vest? Behold, I say to you, lift up 
your eyes and behold the fields, that 
they are already white for harvest. 
36 He that reaps receives wages, and 
gathers fruit to eternal life; that both 
he that sows and he that reaps may 
rejoice together. °7 For herein is the 
saying true, One sows, and another 
reaps. *8I sent you to reap that on 
which ye have not labored. Others 
have labored, and ye have entered 
into their labor. 

39 And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him because of 
the word of the woman, who testified. 
He told me all that ever I did. 
40When therefore the Samaritans 
came to him, they besought him to 
abide with them.: And he abode there 
two days. 4! And many believed be- 
cause of his word; 4% and said to the 
woman, We no longer believe be-

44 For Jesus himself testified, that a 
prophet has no honor in his own 
country. ** When therefore he came 
into Galilee, the Galileans received 
him, having seen all that he did in 
Jerusalem at the feast; for they also 
went to the feast. 

46 So he came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the: water 
wine. And there was a certain court- 
officer, whose son was sick, in .Ca- 
pernaum. *7 When he heard that 
Jesus had come out of Judea into 
Galilee, he went to him, and be- 
sought him that he would come down 
and heal his son; for he was about to 
die. *8 Jesus therefore said to him, 
Unless ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will by no means believe. *° The 
court-officer says to him, Sir, come 
down before my child dies. 5° Jesus 
says to him, Go on thy way; thy son 
lives. The man believed the word 
that Jesus spoke to him, and went on 
his way. °! And as he was now going 
down, his servants met him, and 
brought word saying that his son 
lived. .5? He inquired of them, there- 
fore, the hour when he began to 
amend. They said therefore to him, 
Yesterday, at the seventh hour, the 
fever left him. 53 So the father knew 
that it was at that hour in which 
Jesus said to him, Thy son lives. And 
he himself believed, and his whole 
54 This again, a second sign, 
Jesus did, when he had come out of 
Judea into Galilee.

23 And they set forth two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. 24 And they 
prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, who 
knowest the hearts of all, show which 
of these two thou didst choose, 7° that 
he may take the place in this ministry 
and apostleship, from which Judas 
by transgression fell away, that he 
might go to his own place. ?¢ And 
they gave lots for them; and the lot 
fell upon Matthias; and he was num- 
bered with the eleven apostles. 


CHAPTER II

86 Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God made 
him both Lord and Christ, this Jesus 
whom ye crucified. . 

87 And hearing this, they were 
pierced in the heart, and said to 
Peter and the rest of the apostles, 
Brethren, what shall we do? % And

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Peter. said to them, Repent, and be 
baptized (immersed) every one of 
you, in reliance on the name of Jesus 
Christ, unto remission of your sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit. °® For to you-is the 
promise, and to your children, and 
to all those afar off, as many as the 
Lord our God calls to him. 

40 And with many other words he 
testified and exhorted them, saying, 
Save yourselves from this crooked 
generation.

And 
they were constantly attending on the 
teaching of the’ apostles, and _ the 
distribution, the breaking of bread, 
and the prayers. 4? And fear came 
on every soul; and many wonders 
and signs were done through the 
apostles. 44And all that believed 
were together, and held all things as 
common; *° and sold their possessions 
and goods, and divided them among 
all, as any one had need. 4° And daily 
attending with one accord in the 
temple, and breaking bread at their 
homes, they partook of food with 
gladness and singleness of heart, 
47 praising God, and having favor 
with all the people. And the Lord 
added to them daily those who were 
being saved. 


CHAPTER ITI 


1 Now Peter and John were going 
up into. the temple at the hour of 
prayer, the ninth hour. ?*And a 
certain man Jame from his birth was 
carried along, whom they laid daily 
at the gate of the temple, the one 
called Beautiful, to ask alms of those 


that were going into the temple;. 
3 who, seeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple, asked to re- 
ceive an alms. *And Peter, looking 
intently on him, with John, said, 
Look on us. * And he gave heed to 
them, expecting to receive something 
from them. ®And Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but what I 
have, that I give thee. In the name 
of Jesus Christ, the Nazarene, walk. 
7™And he took hold of him by the 
right hand, and raised him up. And 
immediately his feet and ankles re- 
ceived strength; ® and leaping up, he 
stood and began to walk, and entered 
with them into the temple, walking 
and leaping and praising God. ® And 
all the people saw him walking and 
praising God; and they recognized 
him, that this was the one who sat 
for alms at the Beautiful Gate of the 
temple; and they were filled with 
wonder and amazement at that which 
had happened to him. 

11 And as he held Peter and John. 
all the people ran together to them in 
the portico that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. And Peter, 
seeing it, answered to the people: 
Men of Israel, why wonder ye at 
this? Or why look ye so intently on 
us, as though by our own power or 
godliness we had made him to walk? 
13 The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, 
and of Jacob, the God of our Fathers, 
has glorified his Servant Jesus; whom 
ye delivered up, and denied in the 
presence of Pilate, when he decided 
to release him. 14 But ye denied the 
Holy and Righteous One, and asked 
that a murderer be given up to you; 
18and the Author of life ye killed; 
whom God raised from the dead, of 
which we are witnesses. *¢ And his

ye acted’ in ignorance, as did also 
your rulers. ?8 But God thus fulfilled 
what he before announced through 
the mouth of all his prophets, that his 
Christ should suffer. 19 Repent there- 
fore, and. turn, that your sins may be 
blotted out, in. order that seasons of 
refreshing may come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord; ?°and that he may 
send forth the Christ, who has been 
appointed for you, [even] Jesus; 
21 whom heaven indeed must receive, 
until the times of the restoration of 


all things, which God spoke of 
through the mouth of all his holy 
prophets from the _ beginning. 


22;Moses indeed said, A prophet will 
the Lord your God raise up for you 
from. your brethren, as he did me; 
him shall ye hear in all things what- 
ever he shall say to you. 7% And it 
shall be that every soul that does not 
hear that Prophet, will be utterly 
destroyed from among the people. 
24And all the prophets also from 
Samuel, both he and those who fol- 
lowed, as many as spoke, also foretold 
these days. 25 Ye are the sons of the 
prophets, and of the covenant which 
God made with your fathers, saying 
to Abraham, And in thy seed will all 
the families of the earth be blessed. 
26 To you first, God, having raised up 
his Servant, sent him to bless you, in 
turning away every one of you from 
your iniquities. 


CHAPTER IV 
1 And while they were speaking to 


the people, the priests, and the cap-! Jesus.

came on them, ? being greatly troub- 
led because they taught the people, 
and proclaimed in [the case‘of] Jesus’ 
the resurrection from the dead. * And 
they laid hands on them, and put 
them in prison against the morrow;

5 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that their rulers, and elders, and 
scribes were gathered together in 
Jerusalem, ®and Annas the high 
priest, and Caiaphas, and John, and 
Alexander, and as many as were of 
the kindred of the high priest. 7 And 
having set them in the midst, they 
asked, In what power, or in what 
name, did ye do this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, said to them, Rulers of the 
people, and elders; °if we are this 
day examined in respect to a good 
deed done to an impotent man, in 
whom this person has been made 
whole; ? be it known to you all, and 
to all the people of Israel, that in the 
name of Jesus Christ the Nazarene, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, in him does this man’ 
stand here before you well. 1 This 
is the stone that was set at naught 
by you the builders, which became 
the head of the corner. 12 And there 
is salvation in no other; for neither 
is there any other name.. under 
heaven, that is given among men, in 
which we must be saved. 

18 And beholding the boldness of 
Peter and John, and perceiving that 
they were unlettered and common 
men, they wondered; and they recog- 
nized them, that they had been with 
14 And seeing the man who

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had been healed standing with them, 
they had nothing to say against it. 
15 But having commanded them to go 
aside out of the Sanhedrin, they con- 
ferred among themselves, 1% saying, 
What shall we do to these men? For 
that a noteworthy sign has been done 
through them is manifested to all 
that dwell in Jerusalem, and we are 
not able to deny it. %* But that it 
spread no further among the people, 
let us threaten them, that they speak 
no more to any man in this name. 
1% And having called them, they 
charged them not to speak at all, nor 
teach, in the name of Jesus. + But 
Peter and John answering said to 
them, Whether it is right in the sight 
of God to listen to you rather than to 
God, judge ye. 7° For we cannot but 
speak the things which we saw and 
heard. #2 And they, having further 
threatened them, released them, find- 
ing no way to punish them, on ac- 
count of the people, because all glori- 
fied God for that which had taken 
place; 2? for the man was more than 
forty years old, on whom this sign 
of healing had been done. 

23 And being released, they came to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief priests and the elders 
said to them. 24 And they, hearing it, 


lifted up their voice to God with one 


accord, and said, Lord, thou that 
didst make the heaven, and the earth, 
and the sea, and all things in them; 
23who through the Holy Spirit, 
through the mouth of thy servant 
David our father, didst say, 
Why did the nations rage, 
“And the peoples imagine vain 
things? 
26 The kings of the earth set them- 
selves in array, : 
And the rulers assembled to-

And 
when they had prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were gathered to- 
gether; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Spirit, and they spoke the 
word of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of those who 
believed were of one heart and soul; 
and no one said that aught of the 
things which he had was his own, 
but they held all things as common. 
83 And with great power the apostles 


|gave their testimony to the resur- 


rection of the Lord Jesus; and great 
grace was on them all. *4 For there 
was no one among them that was in 
want; for as many as were possess- 
ors of lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things sold, 
35 and laid them at the feet of the 
apostles; and distribution was made 
to each one, according as he had 


need. 
86 And Joseph, who by the apostles 


|was surnamed Barnabas (which is 


interpreted, Son of exhortation), a 
Levite, born in Cyprus, S*having a 
field sold it, and brought the money, 
and laid it at the feet of the apostles. 
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CHAPTER V 

1 But a certain man named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, sold a 
possession, ?and kept back part of 
the price, his wife also being aware 
of it, and brought a certain part, and 
laid it at the feet of the apostles. 
3 But Peter said, Ananias, why has 
Satan filled thy heart, that thou 
shouldst lie to the Holy Spirit, and 
keep back part of the price of the 
land? * While it remained, did it not 
remain thine own? And after it was 
sold, was it not in thine own power? 
Why hast thou conceived this thing 
in thy heart? Thou hast not lied to 
men, but to God. And Ananias 
while hearing these words fell down, 
and expired; and great fear came 
on all that heard. ®And the young 
men arose, wrapt him round, and car- 
ried him out, and buried him. 

7And it was about the space of 
three hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what had happened, came 
in. 8 And Peter answered her, Tell 
me if ye sold the land for so much? 
And she said, Yes, for so much. 
®And Peter said to her, Why is it 
that ye have agreed to try the Spirit 
of the Lord? Behold, the feet of 
those who have buried thy husband 
are at the door, and they will carry 
thee out. ?° And immediately she fell 
at his feet, and expired; and coming 
in, the young men found her dead, 
and carried her forth, and buried her 
by her husband. 14 And great fear 
came on the whole church, and on all 
that heard these things. 

22 And through the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the people; and 
they were all with one accord in 
Solomon’s portico. 1 But of the rest 
no;one dared to join himself to them; 
but the people magnified them; 14 and 





still more were believers in the Lord 
added, multitudes both of men and 
women; so that they even brought 
forth the sick into the streets, and 
laid them on beds and pallets, that, 
as Peter was passing, his shadow at 
least might overshadow some one 
of them. 1'¢And the multitudes also 
of the cities around Jerusalem came 
together, bringing sick persons, and 
those who were vexed by unclean 
spirits; and they were all healed. 

17 But the high priest rose up, and 
all that were with him, which is: the 
sect of the Sadducees, and were filled 
with jealousy, 48 and laid their hands 
on the apostles, and put them in the 
public prison. 1® But an angel of’ the 
Lord by night opened the prison 
doors; and having led them out, said, 
20 Go, stand and speak in the temple 
to the people all the words of this 
life. ?tAnd hearing it, they went 
into the temple at early dawn, and 
taught. And the high priest came, 
and those who were with him, and 
called the Sanhedrin together, and 
all the eldership of the children of 
Israel, and sent to the prison-house 
to have them brought. ?? But the 
officers, when they came, found them 
not in the prison; and returning, they 
reported, 23 saying, The prison-house 
indeed we found shut in all safety, 
and the guards standing at the doors; 
but opening them, we found no one 
within. 24 Now when the captain of 
the temple and the chief priests heard 
these things, they were much, per- 
plexed concerning them, to what this 
might grow. 2° But one came and 
told them, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in the prison are in the temple, 
standing: and teaching the people. 
26 Then went the captain with the of- 
ficers, and brought them, not with 
violence, for they feared the people,

having brought them, they set them 
before the Sanhedrin. And the high 
priest asked them, **saying, We 
strictly charged you not to teach in 
this name; and, behold, ye have filled 
Jerusalem with your teaching, and 
intend to bring the blood of this man 
on us. 

2? But Peter and the apostles 
answered and said, We ought to obey 
God rather than men. 9° The God of 
our fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye 
slew, hanging him on a tree. 31 Him 
did God exalt as a Prince and a Sav- 
ior, with his right hand, to give re- 
pentance to Israel, and remission of 
sins. °2And we are witnesses of 
these things, and so is the Holy 
Spirit, whom God gave to those who 
obey him. 

33 And hearing it, they were con- 
vulsed with rage, and took counsel 
to slay them. 34 But there stood up 
one in the Sanhedrin, a Pharisee, 
named Gamaliel, a teacher of the law, 
honored by all the people, and com- 
manded to put the men forth a little 
while, #2 and said to them, Men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves, what 
ye are about to do in respect to these 
men. °° For before these days arose 
Theudas, saying that he himself was 
somebody; to whom a number of 
men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves; who was slain, and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scat- 
tered and brought to naught. %7 After 
this man arose Judas the Galilxan, 
in the days of the enrollment, and

CHAPTER VII 


1 And the high priest said, Are then 
these things so? ?And he said, 
Brethren and fathers, hear. The God 
of glory appeared to our father Abra- 
ham, when he was in Mesopotamia, 
before he dwelt in Haran, and said 
to him, Go forth from thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and come into 
the land which I will show thee. 
Then he went forth from the land 
of the Chaldeans, and dwelt in 
Haran; and from thence, after his 


father was dead, God removed him 
into this land, in which ye now dwell. 
5 And he gave him no inheritance in 
it, no, not enough to set his foot on; 
and he promised to give it to him for 
a possession, and to his seed after 
him, when he had no child. ..* And 
God spoke after this manner, that his 
seed would be a sojourner in a for- 
eign land, and they would bring them 
into bondage, and afflict them four 
hundred years. 7 And the nation to 
which they shall be in bondage I will 
judge, said God; and after that they 
will come forth, ‘and will serve me in 
this place. ®And he gave him a 
covenant of circumcision; and so he 
begot Isaac, and circumcised him the 
eighth day, and Isaac Jacob, and 
Jacob the twelve patriarchs. ® And 
the patriarchs, moved with jealousy, 
sold Joseph into Egypt. And God 
was with him, 2®and delivered him 
out of all his afflictions, and gave him 
favor and wisdom before Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; and he appointed him 
governor over Egypt and all his: 
house. 

11 Now there came a famine over 
all Egypt and Canaan, and a great 
affliction; and our fathers found no 
sustenance. 32 But Jacob, hearing 
that there was. grain in Egypt, sent 
out our fathers the first time. #8 And 
at the second time, Joseph was recog- 
nized by his brothers; and Joseph’s 
race became known to Pharaoh. 
14And Joseph sent, and called for 
Jacob his father, and all his kindred, 
seventy-five souls. 4® And Jacob went 
down into Egypt, and died, he and 
our fathers, 1®and they were removed 
to Shechem, and laid in the tomb 
that Abraham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Hamor, in 
Shechem.

24 Now a certain Jew named Apol- 
los, a native of Alexandria, a learned 
man, and mighty in the Scriptures, 
came to Ephesus. #5 This man had 
been instructed in the way of the 
Lord; and being fervent in spirit, he 
spoke and taught accurately the 
things concerning Jesus, knowing 
only the baptism (immersion) of 
John.

And they said to him, Nay, 
we did not even hear whether the 
Holy Spirit was given. * And he said 
to them, Into what then were ye bap- 
tized (immersed)? And they said, 
Into John’s baptism (immersion). 
*And Paul said, John baptized (im- 
mersed) with a baptism (immersion) 
of repentance; saying to the people, 
that they should believe on him who 
comes after him, that is, on Jesus. 
5 And when they heard it, they were 
baptized (immersed) into the name 
of the Lord Jesus. ® And when Paul 
had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Spirit came on them; and they 
spoke with tongues, and prophesied. 
7™And the men were in all about 
twelve. 

8 And he entered into the syna- 
gogue, and spoke boldly for three 
months, reasoning and persuading as 
to the things concerning the king- 
dom of God. ® But when some were 
hardened, and believed not, speaking 
evil of the Way before the multitude, 
he departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, reasoning daily in the 
school of Tyrannus. 1° And this con- 
tinued for two years; so that all who 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks. 11 And 
God wrought no ordinary miracles 
through the hands of Paul; 1%so 
that there were even carried from his

18 But some of the wandering Jew- 
ish exorcists took upon them to 
name, over those who had the evil 
spirits, the name of the Lord Jesus, 
saying, I adjure you by the Jesus 
whom Paul preaches. 74 And there 
were seven sons of one Sceva, a Jew- 
ish chief priest, who did this. 1° And 
the evil spirit answering said, Jesus 
I know, and Paul I understand; but 
ye, who are ye? 1®And the man in 
whom the evil spirit was leaped on 
them, and overcame them both, and 
prevailed against them, so that they 
fled out of that house naked and 
wounded. 17 And this became known 
to all, both Jews and Greeks, who 
dwelt at Ephesus; and fear fell on 
them all, and the name of the Lord 
Jesus was magnified. 18 And many 
of those who had believed came, con- 
fessing, and declaring their deeds. 
19 Many of those also who practised 
the magical arts brought together the 
books, and burned them before all; 
and they counted the price of them, 
and found it fifty thousand pieces of 
silver. ?°So mightily grew the word 
of God and prevailed. 

21\WWhen these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit to go to 
Jerusalem, after passing through 
Macedonia and Achaia; saying, Af- 
ter I have been there, I must see 
Rome also, ?? And having sent into 
Macedonia two of those who minis- 
tered to him, Timothy and Erastus, 
he himself stayed in Asia for a while. 

23 And at that season, there arose 
no small tumult concerning the Way. 
24For a certain man named Demet- 
rius, a silversmith, who made silver 


shrines of Diana, brought no small 
-business to the craftsmen; 75> whom 
‘he called together, with the workmen 
of like occupation, and said, Sirs, :ye 
know that by this business we have 
our wealth. *®And ye behold and 
hear, that not only at Ephesus, but 
almost throughout all Asia, this Paul 
has persuaded and turned aside a 
great multitude, saying that they are 
not gods, which are made with hands. 
27 And there is danger to us, not only 
that this branch of business will come 
into disrepute, but also that -the 
temple of the great goddess Diana 
will be accounted nothing, and her 
magnificence will be destroyed, whom 
all Asia and the inhabited earth 
worship. ak 

78 And hearing it, and becoming 
full of wrath, they cried out, saying, 
Great is Diana of the Ephesians, 
29 And the city was filled with con- 
fusion; and they rushed with one ac- 
cord into the theatre, having seized 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel. 
30 And when Paul purposed to enter 
in unto the people, the disciples per- 
mitted him not. 31 And some also of 
the Asiarchs, being his friends, sent 
to him, and besought him not to ven- 
ture himself into the theatre. 

82 Some therefore were crying one 
thing, and some another; for the as- 
‘sembly was confused, and the major- 
ity knew not wherefore they had 
come together. *%* And they brought 
Alexander out of the crowd, the 
Jews thrusting him forward. And 
Alexander beckoned with the hand, 
and wished to make a defense to the 
people. %4 But when they perceived 
that he was a Jew, one voice arose 
from all, crying about two hours, 
Great is Diana of the Ephesians.

tnings being therefore undeniable, ye 
ought to be quiet, and to do nothing 
rashly. 37 For ye have brought hither 
these men, who are neither robbers 
of temples, nor blasphemers of our 
goddess. °8If therefore Demetrius, 
and the craftsmen with him, have a 
matter against any man, court-days 
are. held, and there are proconsuls; 
let them accuse one another. %° But 
if ye make any demand concerning 
other matters, it shall be determined 
in the lawful assembly. *° For indeed 
we are in danger of being accused 
concerning this day’s riot, there be- 
ing no cause, and concerning it we 
shall not be able to give an account 
of this concourse. *!And_ having 
thus spoken, he dismissed the assem- 
bly. 


CHAPTER XX 


- 1And after the uproar ceased, Paul 
called to him the disciples, and hav- 
ing exhorted and embraced them, de- 
parted to go into Macedonia. ? And 
having gone through those regions, 
and given them much exhortation, he 
came into Greece. *And after he 
had stayed three months, a plot be- 
ing laid for him by the Jews, as he 
was about sailing to Syria, it was re- 
solved that he should _ return 
through Macedonia. * And there ac- 
companied him Sopater, son of Pyr- 
rhus, a Bercean; and of the Thes- 
salonians, Aristarchus and Secundus;

7 And on the first day of the week, 
when we had come together to break 
bread, Paul discoursed to them (be- 
ing about to depart on the morrow), 
and prolonged the speech until mid- 
night. ® Now there were many lights 
in the upper room, where we were 
assembled. ®And a certain young 
man named Eutychus, sitting on the 
window, being borne down with deep 
sleep as Paul discoursed yet longer, 
borne down by the sleep, fell from 
the third story down, and was taken 
up dead. 1®°And Paul went down, 
and fell on him, and embracing him 
said, Do not make an uproar, for his 
life is in him. 12 And having come 
up again, and broken the bread, and 
eaten, he conversed a long while even 
till break of day, and so departed. 
12 And they brought the lad alive, and 
were not a little comforted. 

13 And we, going before to the 
ship, set sail for Assos, intending to 
take in Paul from that place; for so 
he had appointed, intending to go 
himself on foot. 14 And when he met 
us at Assos, we took him in, and came 
to Mitylene. * And sailing thence, 
we came the following day over 
against Chios; and the next day we 
put in at Samos; and we came the 
next day to Miletus. 16For Paul 
had determined to sail past Ephesus, 
that he might not have to spend time 
in Asia; for he was hastening, if it 
were possible for him, to be at Jeru- 
salem on the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus and called the elders of the 
church. 18 And when they had come 
to him, he said to them, Ye your- 
selves know, from the first day that 
I came into Asia, after what manner 
I have been with you the whole time; 
™ serving the Lord with all humility

5 For those who are according 
to the flesh mind the things of the 
flesh; but those who are according to 
the Spirit, the things of the Spirit.

1 Paul, called to be an apostle of 
Jesus Christ through the will of God, 
and Sosthenes our brother, ?to the 
church of God which is in Corinth, 
those who are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called to be saints, with all that 
call on the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ in every place, their [Lord] 
and ours; * Grace to you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

*T am not writing these things 
to shame you, but to admonish you 
as my beloved children. “For if ye 
have ten thousand tutors in Christ, 
yet not many fathers; for in Christ 
Jesus it was through the gospel I 
that begot you. “I exhort you there- 
fore, become imitators of me. “ For 
this very cause I sent to you Timo- 
thy, who is my child, beloved and 
faithful in the Lord, who will bring 
to your remembrance my ways which 
are in Christ, even as I teach every- 
where in every church. “ Now some 
were puffed up, as though I were not 
coming to you. “But I will come 
to you quickly, if the Lord will, and 
will know, not the word of those who 
are puffed up, but the power. ~ For

the kingdom of God is not in word, 
but in power. ™ What do ye wish? 
Shall I come to you with a rod, or 
in love and the spirit of gentleness? 


CHAPTER: V 


“It is generally reported that there 
is fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not even among the 
Gentiles, that one of you has his 
father’s wife. *And ye are puffed 
up, and did not rather mourn, that 
he who did this deed might be taken 
away from among you. “For I ver- 
ily, being absent in body but present 
in spirit, have already, as if present, 
judged him who has so wrought this; 
‘in the name of our Lord Jesus, 
when ye are gathered together, and 
my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus, *to deliver such a one 
to Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh, that the spirit may be saved in 
the day of the Lord. ° Your glory- 
ing is not good. Know ye not that a 
little leaven leavens the whole mass? 
"Cleanse out the old leaven, that ye 
may be a new mass, even as ye are 
unleavened. For our passover also, 
Christ, was sacrificed; *therefore let 
us keep the feast, not with old leaven, 
nor with the leaven of depravity and 
wickedness, but with the unleavened 
bread of sincerity and truth. 

°I wrote to you, in my letter, not 
to keep company with fornicators; 
* yet not, altogether, with the forni- 
cators of this world, or with the 
covetous and extortioners, or idola- 
ters; for then ye must needs go out 
of the world. “But as it is, I wrote 
to you not to keep company, if any 
one called a brother be a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a reviler, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner, 
with such a one not even to eat. 

* For what have I to do with judg- 
ing those who are without? Do not 
ye judge those who are within?

God. 11 And such were some of you; 
but ye were washed, but ye were 
sanctified, but ye were justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
in the Spirit of our God.

*but if any one loves God, this one 
is known by him: * concerning 
then the eating of the things offered 
to idols, we know that no idol is 
[anything] in the world, and that 
there is no God but one. ° For 
though there are gods so called, 
whether in heaven or on earth (as 
there are gods many, and_ lords 
many) ‘yet to us there is one God, 
the Father, from whom are. all 
things, and we unto him; and one 
Lord, Jesus Christ, through whom are 
all things, and we through him.

CHAPTER I 


1 Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
through the will of God, and Timothy 


our brother, to the church of God;many on 


which is in Corinth, with all the saints 
who are in all Achaia: ? Grace to you 
and peace from God our Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

5 Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all con- 
solation; * who consoles us in all our 
affliction, that we may be able to con- 
sole those who are in any affliction, 
through the consolation wherewith 
we ourselves are consoled by God. 
5 Because, as the sufferings of Christ 
abound toward us, so through Christ 
our consolation also abounds. ® But 
whether we are afflicted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation; or whether 
we are consoled, it is for your conso- 
lation, which is effective in the en- 
durance of the same sufferings which 
we also suffer. 7 And our hope of you 
is steadfast, knowing, that as ye are 
partakers of the sufferings, so are ye 
of the consolation also. . 

8 For we do not wish you to be 
ignorant, brethren, of our affliction 
which befell us in Asia, that we were 
exceedingly weighed down beyond 
our power, so that we despaired even 
of life. ® Yea, we ourselves had in 
ourselves the sentence o~ death, that 
we should not trust in ourselves, but 
in God who raises the dead; 1° who 
delivered us from so great a death, 
and will deliver; in whom is our hope 
that he will still deliver; ‘4 ye also

ourselves in the world, and more 
abundantly toward you. ™For we 
write no other things to you, than 
what ye read or even acknowledge, 
and [ trust ye will acknowledge even 
to the end; 1*as also ye did acknowl- 
edge us in part, that we are your 
glorying, even as ye also are ours, 
in the day of our Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I intended 
to come to you before, that ye might 
have a second benefit; 1*and through 
you to go into Macedonia, and from 
Macedonia to come again to you, and 
by you to be helped forward on my 
way to Judea. 17 When therefore I 
intended this, did I show fickleness? 
Or the things that I purpose, do I 
purpose according to the flesh, that 
with me there should be the yea, yea, 
and the nay, nay? 148 As God is faith- 
ful, our word to vou is not yea and 
nay. 3° For the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ, who was preached among you 
through us, through me and Silvanus 
and Timothy, was not yea and nay, 
but is yea in him. ?°For however 
many are the promises of God, in 
him is the yea; wherefore also through 
him is the Amen, to the glory of God 
through us. ?! Now he who confirms 
us with you in Christ, and anointed

upon my soul, that to spare you I 
came not yet to Corinth. °+ Not that 
we lord it over your faith, but are 
helpers of your joy; for in faith ye 
stand fast. 


CHAPTER Il 


1And I determined this with my- 
self, that I would not come again to 
you in sorrow. ? For if I make you 
sorry, who then is he that makes me 
glad, but he that is made sorry by 
me? 3 And I wrote this very thing, 
that I might not, when I came, have 
sorrow from those of whom I ought 
to have joy; having confidence in 
you all, that my joy is the joy of you 
all. ‘For out of much affliction and 
anguish of heart I wrote to you, 
through many tears; not that ye 
might have sorrow, but that ye might 
know the love which I have very 
abundantly toward you. 

5 But if any one has caused sorrow, 
he has caused sorrow not to me, but 
in part (not to be too severe) to you 
all. Sufficient for such a one is this 
punishment, which was inflicted by 
the many. 7So that, on the contrary, 
ye ought rather to forgive and con- 
sole him, lest perhaps such a one 
should be swallowed up with his over- 
much sorrow. 8% Wherefore I exhort 
you to confirm your love toward him. 
®For to this end also I wrote, that 
I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye are obedient in all things. 
10 And to whom ye forgive anything, 
I forgive also; for what I also have 
forgiven, if I have forgiven anything, 
for your sakes I forgave it in the per- 
son of Christ, %!that no advantage 
might be gained over us by Satan: 
for we are not ignorant of his de- 
vices. 

12 Now when I came to Troas to

CHAPTER III, . 


1 Are we beginning again to com- 
mend ourselves? Or need we, as do 
some, letters of commendation to you, 
or from you? 7? Ye are: our letter, 
written in our hearts, known and read 
by all men; *being made manifest 
that ye are Christ’s letter ‘ministered 
by us, written not with ink, but with 
the Spirit of the living God; not.in 
tablets of stone, but in tablets that 
are hearts of flesh. * And such con- 
fidence have we through Christ, to- 
ward God. ®Not that we are suff- 
cient in ourselves to think anything 
as from ourselves; but our sufficiency 
is from God; *who also made us 
sufficient as ministers of a new cove- 
nant; not of the letter, but of the 
Spirit; for the letter kills, but the 
Spirit makes alive. 7 But if the min- 
istration of death, engraven with let- 
ters on stones, came in glory, so that 
the sons of Israel could not look in- 
tently on the face of Moses on ac- 
count of the glory of his face, which 
glory was passing away; ® how shall

CHAPTER I 


1 Paul, an apostle, not from men, 
nor through man, but through Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father who 
raised him from the dead, ?and all 
the brethren who are with me, to 
the churches of Galatia: * Grace to 
you, and peace, from God the Father, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ; * who 
gave himself for our sins, that he 
might deliver us out of the present 
evil age, according to the will of 
our God and Father; ®*to whom be 
the glory forever and ever. Amen. 

®I wonder that ye are so quickly 
removing from him who called you 
in the grace of Christ, to a different 
gospel; 7 which is not another, only 
there are some who trouble you, and 
wish to pervert the gospel of Christ. 
® But even if we, or an angel from 
heaven, should preach a gospel to 
you other than that which we did 
preach to you, let him be accursed. 
® As we have said before, so I now 
say again, if any one preaches a gos- 
pel to you contrary to that which ye 
received, let him be accursed. 1° For 
am I now seeking the favor of men, 
ort of God?

grace that was given to me, ‘James 
and Cephas and John, who were re- 
puted to be pillars, gave to me and 
Barnabas right hands of fellowship, 
that we should go to the Gentiles, 
and they to the Circumcision; 7° only, 
that we should remember the poor, 
which very thing I was also zealous 
to do.

CHAPTER VI 


1 Wherefore, leaving the elements | 


of the doctrine of Christ, let us press 
on to maturity; not laying again a 
foundation of repentance from dead 
works and faith toward God, 2of 
teaching of baptisms (immersions) 
and laying on of hands, of resurrec- 
tion of the dead and eternal judg- 
ment. ? And this we will do, if God 
permit. ‘For it is impossible that 
those who have once been enlight-

2 But 
we desire that each one of you show, 
the same diligence, for the full as- 
surance of the hope to the end; 
12 that ye may not become slothful, 
but imitators of those who through 
faith and long-suffering inherit what 
was promised. 4% For when God 
made the promise to Abraham, since 
he could swear by no one greater, he 
swore by himself, !* saying, Surely, 
greatly I will bless thee, and greatly 
I will multiply thee.

20 where as forerunner for us Jesus 
entered, having become, according to 
the order of Melchizedek, a high 
priest forever. 


CHAPTER Wit 


1For this Melchizedek, king of 
Salem, priest of the most high God, 
who met Abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and blessed 
him; 2to whom also Abraham di- 
: vided a tenth of all; being first by 
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the interpretation of his name, King 
of righteousness, and then also King 
of Salem, that is, King of peace; 
2 without father, without mother, 
without table of descent, having 
neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life, but likened to the Son of God, 
abides a priest continually. 


4 Now behold how great this man. 


was, to whom Abraham, the patriarch, 
gave a tenth of the spoils. 
those of the sons of Levi, who receive 
the office of the priesthood, have a 
commandment to take tithes of the 
people according to the law, that is, 
of their brethren, though these have 
come out of the loins of Abraham; 
®but he whose descent is not reck- 
oned from them has taken tithes of 
Abraham, and has blessed him who 
had the promises. 7 And without any 
gainsaying, the less is blessed by the 
greater. ® And here indeed men who 
die receive tithes; but there, one re- 
ceived them of whom it is testified 
Conly] that he lives. ®And so to 
speak, through Abraham Levi even, 
who receives tithes, has paid tithes; 


10for he was yet in the loins of his, 


father, when Melchizedek met him. 
117f therefore perfection was 
through the Levitical priesthood (for 
upon it the people have received the 
law), what further need was there 
that a different priest should arise ac- 
cording to the order of Melchizedek, 
and not be reckoned according to the 
order of Aaron? 3% For the priest- 
hood being changed, of necessity 
there comes also a change of law. 
18 For he, of whom these things are 
spoken, belongs to a different tribe, 
from which no one has given attend- 
ance at the altar. ‘4 For it is evident 
that our Lord has arisen out of 
Judah; as to which tribe Moses spoke 
nothing concerning priests. 1% And 
this is yet more abundantly evident,
